We were able to in 
tern scores of German ships because they 
had been penned up in our ports since 
the British navy drove them to cover, 
and we had the British merchant marine 

We probably won't duplicate that Tnek 
if war should come again. For Germany 
was cuught short in the last war-—-she 
didn’t think England would fight, and 
she thought her Navy was strong enough 
to protect her merchant ships if she did

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Minority Group Thanks Army and Navy Journal

Admiral Leahy Urges Officer Personnel Study; 
Navy, Built and Building, can defeat any other 


as Chief of Naval 


In his final report 
Operations, Admiral William ID. Leahy, 
USN, this week recommended that “a 
careful study should be made of the en 
tire officer personnel question before any 
more changes are made in personnel leg 
islation.” 

Admiral Leahy retired 1 Aug., and was 
succeeded by Admiral Harold R. Stark, 
USN. Admiral Leahy will now take a 
short vacation before reporting at San 
Juan as Governor of Puerto Rico, 

Although recommending a study of the 
personnel question, Admiral Leahy gave 
his thorough recommendation to the sys 
tem now in force, stating that “a selee 
tion system is the only method of promo 
tion by which relatively young officers 
may reach the respective grades.” 

The retiring Chief of Operations also 
substantial increases in 
personnel for the Navy and the Marine 
Corps. “The fighting efficiency of a 
Navy,” he said, “is dependent upon the 
personnel, both officers and men, who man 
it, and under-manned ships are always at 
a disadvantage.”

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Peace-time Conscription Marks New Epoch in History of Great Britain 


The first of the 220,000 young men of Great Britain who will undertake com- 
pulsory military training this year recently began a six-months’ tour of duty with 
the regular forces, 

Editors of the United States had varying comments upon the venture into peace- 
time conscription of England. A sign of determination to yield no longer, or good 
for health and morale, said some. While, others point out, more than anything else 
the conscription move illustrates the complete forgetfulness by the world of the 
lessons of the last big war. 


Comments the Kansas City, Mo., Times, “The first section of Great Britain’s 
new conscripted militia is now under training. The number of men involved is not 
particularly impressive. Compared to the immense forces raised by the system of 
compulsory military training on the continent of Europe, what are 30,000 men, or 
even the whole 220,000 who will eventually come under the British emergency draft 
law? 

“But Britain’s experiment with peace-time conscription is regarded chiefly as 
a symbol of her determination to face up to her recently acquired responsibilities in 
the European situation. 

“Behind this resort to a procedure Britain did not adopt until after a year and 
a half of the World War, however, is the story of voluntary enlistment that is apt 
to be overlooked. The fact is that besides the new draft there are approximately 
one million men in the British armed forces, including the army, navy, air force and 
organized reserves.” 


The Mason City, lowa, Globe-Gazette says, “Today, Great Britain, haunted by 
the specter of Hitlerism, regards conscription as insurance against war and joins 
the might of Europe against the might of Hitler while the remainder of the world 
hopes that the showdown will not come for these sons whose fathers bled and died 
and hoped that their war was a war to end all wars.” 


The Jackson, Mich., Citizen Patriot observes, “History opened up a new page 
the other day when some 34,000 English youths, who have just turned 21 entered 
uponasix-month military training course with all the usual fanfare and ceremony. The 
tight little island is back on a war footing again, and this is the first time in history 
that conscription has been enforced in England in times of peace. Even in time of 
war it has not been used except when the fighting got hot.” 


root among a people who have long been among the most stubborn and enduring war- 
makers the world has known... . 

“And there has been raised in England, as it will one day be raised here, a plea 
for larger families.” 


The Canton, Ohio, Repository states, “Britain's first batch of World War 
babies, now being freshly uniformed and regimented under an unprecedented con- 
scription act, marks a climax in Kurope’s progressive deterioration. The last nation 
in Europe to shun compulsory military service in peace time has been forced to aban- 
don a tradition of individualism.” 


The Rutland, Vt., Herald says; “The first of the British conscripts, estimated 
to make a total of 200,000 or more, have arrived at Aldershot and been taken to 
barracks. Their coming marks the first peace-time conscription in 250 years to which 
the people of Great Britain have consented. ... 

“This sort of conscription is being made very pleasant to the new soldiers but 
it means business nevertheless and any nation which under-estimates the spirit un- 
derneath it all makes a serious and perhaps fatal mistake.” 


The Philadelphia, Pa., Ledger says, “The final defeat of the aggressors is cer 
tain. But the ‘war babies’ now being put into the service by Great Britain—and 
those who would be in the forces of other nations, including Germany and Italy— 
would be called upon to pay a large part of the blood cost. Fine commentary on the 
ability of the world to learn a lesson.” 


And the Pawtucket, R. I., Times, in the same vein, states, “What a sequel this 
is to the drama of a ‘war to end wars!’” 


The New York Herald-Tribune observes, “Thirty thousand young Britishers, the 
first contingent of the new conscript army, went into barracks on Saturday ; and the 
United States is now left as the one great power in the world (nor are there many 
lesser ones) which does not in time of peace exact compulsory military service of 
her young men. Perhaps the coming of peace-time conscription to Great Britain is not 
really so revolutionary a change as at first glance it might seem. For one thing, 
it is hardly peace time in Great Britain today. The nation is already largely mobil- 
ized in its armament factories, its military reserve forces and various forms of vol- 
untary war and anti-air-raid services; it is already fighting the war of nerves, and 








“Hither has conquered England,” observes the Holyoke, Mass., 7'ranscript-T'ele- 
gram. “Ile bas changed the way of life of a people who have been sitting in white- 


blooded quiet for twenty years. . 


“England has long held objection to a conscript army. Compulsory military 
training has not been Ingland’s way. So Hitler sees the seed of his planting taking 


feels itself close to the real one. 


“For another thing, the conscription act is an emergency measure limited in its 
effect to three years. But there is already talk of making conscription permanent 
because of its value to health and morale; such a change, like other kinds of 
‘emergency’ measures, is not easy to undo, and it is not hard to feel that the world 
has passed still another landmark on its march into the incalculable future.”

New Hearings 

All three members of the committee 
reiterated their belief that full and com- 
plete hearings should be held early next 
session before any action is taken. In com- 
piling the list of questions, the commit- 
tee requested views on the preferability 
of the original Woodring Plan, H. R. 6632, 
the text of which was printed on page 929 
of the Akmy AND Navy Journat of 3 June 
1939, or the mivority plan, TH. R. 7374, the 
text of which was printed on page 1146 
of the Army AND Navy JouRNAL of 29 
July 1939, 

Salient differences between the two 
plans are; 

The original plan requires immediate 
retirement of over-age-in-grade officers, 
the minority proposal creates a surplus- 





in-grade list for these officers until age 
60, with retirement at that age unless pro- 
moted to brigadier general. Officers on 
this list could not command troops in 
time of peace. 

The original plan provides that officers 
of the Army Air Corps holding temporary 
advanced rank be considered as being in 
the temporary rank, the minority pro- 
posal eliminates this provision and makes 
them subject to consideration in their per- 
manent rank, 

The original plan does not exempt any 
of the promotion list branches from the 
operation of the act, the minority pro- 
posal eliminates officers in the Judge Ad- 
vocate General’s Department, Finance 
Department and officers on duty with the 
Procurement Department from the op- 
eration of the act until 1 July 1960. 

The minority proposal also provides 
that the act go into effect on 30 June 1941, 
while the original proposal provides that 
the act be effective on 30 June 1940. 





Cornerstone of Reserve Armory 

With the keynote that a navy second to 
none is the greatest guarantee of peace, 
500 citizens, naval and marine officers, 
participated in the laying of the corner- 
stone for the new United States Naval and 
Marine Corps Reserve Armory at Los 
Angeles, Calif. 

In congratulating Los Angeles on its 
foresightedness in making possible the 
armory now under construction in Chavez 
Ravine, Rear Adm. Sinclair Gannon, 
Commandant of the 11th Naval District, 
declared : “Ships cannot be built and men 
cannot be trained at a moment’s notice. 
A senpower second to none is the greatest 
guarantee of peace. A strong navy is not 
provocative of war.” 

Mehoing Rear Admiral Gannon’s senti- 
ments was Brig. Gen. James J. Meade, 
Commander of Base Troops, at Marine 
Corps Base, San Diego, who advocated 
training of reserve officers. 

“The reserve is the right arm of the 
Navy,” he said in part: ‘In these days of 
an unsettled world it is a wise plan to 
take stock of what we have in the way of 





national defense, and to leave no stone 
unturned to safeguard our great country. 
We know the last thing on earth we want 
is war. The American people desire peace 
most of all. We want peace with honor. 
In order to obtain this peace we must not 
neglect our national defense forces and 
their equipment. <A strong Navy—A 
United States Navy second to none is the 
greatest guarantee of our peace. If we 
neglect our Navy we leave our doors open 
to aggression. We sacrifice our heritage 
we avoid our responsibilities to the citi- 
zens of today and to those of the future 
we fail to protect our great country and 
its citizens, its great natural resources, 
its industries and its honored institutions. 
The Navy and Marine Corps Reserves are 
the right arm of that Navy. If a call to 
arms should come, these forces must be 
prepared to answer that call, and _ pre- 
pared to render prompt and _ efficient 
service.” 

After many speeches in which the 
armory project was lauded and the ne- 
cessity for such defense measures being 
taken was stressed, the actual ceremony 
of the cornerstone laying was held with 
Lt. Comdr. B. Rey Schauer, U. S. Naval 
Reserve, judge of the Appellate Depart- 
ment of the Superior Court, in charge. 

Into the cornerstone went present-day 
coins, navy and marine documents, a copy 
of the ceremony and newspapers.

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Views of Individual Army Officers on Personnel Problems Expressed 


OLLOWING are some of the comments 

written by army officers replying to 
the ARMY AND NAvy JoURNAL’s survey of 
yiews on promotion: 


Capt., FD — “Same as Medical, Vet., 
and Chaplains.” 

Lt. Col, AC—“Rigid physical examina- 
tion (annual). 

Maj., SC—“Professional and physical 
capacities regardless of age.” 

Capt., SC—“Do not favor considering 
air corps as of temporary rank. Not fair 
to other promotion list branches who are 
as much entitled to, but do not enjoy such 
rank. AC officers should be younger, any- 
way.” 

It. Col OD Forced — attrition: 
“Forced attrition to be effective only long 
enough to remove the hump. Use extreme 
caution in adding to commissioned per- 
sonnel to avoid future humps.” 

Maj., 0D—Forced attrition: “Retire at 
following ages if over 30 years service 
for pay purposes: Maj. Gen. 64, Brig. 
Gen. 62, Col. 60, Lt. Col. 57, Major 54, 
Captain 50, Ist Lt. 45 and 2nd Lt. 40.” 

Capt., OD—Forced attrition: “1, Age- 
in-grade, 2. Rigid physical exams. Be- 
lieve that there would be a much greater 
number of voluntary retirements of eli- 
gible officers if the War Dept. would 
render some assistance in obtaining 
civilian positions upon retirement.” 

Ist Lt., OD-——Forced attrition: “The 
age-in-grade bill seems to be the most 
painful method of removing older war- 
time officers. This condition will not oe- 
cur in peace time under present promo- 
tion system.” 

Maj... QMC—Forced attrition: “Pro- 
mote all to appropriate grades and estab- 
lish age retirement limit for all grades 
over-age would quickly be corrected.” 

Maj... QMC—“Believe that physically 
qualified officers of World War experi- 
ence and where record is excellent should 
be retained in service as additional num- 
bers increasing the total authorized 
strength of the Army, it is necessary to 
obtain a supply of young blood.”

Col., CAG — Forced attrition: “Favor 
limited promotion by selection based on 
specific recommendation of immediate 
regimental or post commander, supported 
by executive officer, and based on inde- 
pendent recommendation by at least two 
different CO's.” 

Maj., CAC——“Age in grade bill o.k. with 
two exceptions. Cut major or generals 
off at 62. Not fair to other officers to con- 
sider temporary advanced rank of AC.” 

Maj., CAC—Forced attrition: “Adopt 
present non-promotion list method for 
remainder of services with age in grade 
to ‘select out’ those then too old. Pres- 
ent predicament is not fault of individu 
als concerned, All in service in good faith 
and should not be legislated against. At 
same time good of service comes first. A 
small cost in terms of Government ex- 
penditures. Charge off to good will. Extra 
officers in grade for short time only. No 
burden of consequence.” 

Maj., CAC-—“Age-in-grade appears to 
be the best solution.” 

Capt., CA — “Age-in-grade retirement 
and maintenance of physical qualifica- 
tion.” 

Capt., CAC—“The age-in-grade pro- 
posal is not drastic enough. 50 years for 
a Captain is at least 2 to 8 years too old.” 

2nd Lt., CA—“A bearing down by Class 
‘B’ boards. Over a long period of years, 
a man’s efficiency reports should show 
whether or not he is any good, Age is not 
the criterion. Some of the old boys have 
more on the ball then some young snips 
ever will.”

Age and Efficiency 
Editor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The intent of any personnel legislation 
affecting the Army can have only one 
primary and basic reason for passage 
and that is, and must be, the increase in 
the average intellectual ability, capacity 
and efficiency of the commissioned per- 
sonnel and with this assumption in mind 
I will attempt to show why the proposed 
legislation violates this basic principle 
and how another type of legislation could 
be made to bring it about. 

The age and grade feature of the bill 
as proposed will reduce the average age 
of the Army and it is safe to assume that 
it will increase the average physical 
capacity of the commissioned personnel 
because it is a recognized fact that an offi- 
cer’s physical activities, in general, de- 
crease as his age increases. This is a 
desired characteristic but it should not 
be done at the expense of the mental and 
intellectual characteristics, 

The strict enforcement of existing laws 
and regulations regarding the retirement 
of the physically unfit will increase the 
average health level of the commissioned 
personnel and would increase the average 
physical capacity. It does not necessarily 
follow that it would increase the average 
intellectual and mental capacity because 
there are too many examples, both in and 
out of the Army, of where individuals 
in a rather poor state of health have been 
able to carry tremendous intellectual 
burdens. 

For twenty years efliciency reports 
have been made out on all of those offi- 
cers who will be affected by the legis- 
lation under consideration and yet abso- 
lutely no effort has been made to elimi- 
nate the inefficient, the non-adaptability 
and the general misfits. We all know 
what a miscarriage of justice and intent 
has been made of the Class “B” law due 
to the fact that it is harder to get an 
officer eliminated by this method than by 
trial by court-martial. 

If every Chief of Branch was required 
to arrange the officers of his department, 
branch or corps according to grade in a 
relative rank list it would be extremely 
easy to retire the bottom two or three 
per cent of that list each year, thereby 
eliminating those officers who keep the 
general professional level of the Army 
down. The list should not be prepared 
solely upon the efficiency records but 
should take into consideration the indi- 
vidual’s net worth to the Army and, there 
fore, should include, with a proper 
weighting, his present physical condi 
tion, the length of service which he has 
to serve and his capabilities based upon 
twenty years of efficiency records and 
the sound judgment of the Chiefs of 
Branches, 

I know of many oflicers who add little 
to the department who will be retained 
under the proposed legislation and, at 
the same time other officers of excellent 
and superior records who will be retired 
just because of an arbitrary age ruling.

A Possible Solution 
Kditor, Army AND Navy JOURNAL: 

A possible solution to the promotion 
problem : 

1. Forced retirement of all over 60 
vears except for general officers, Briga- 
dier generals to be retired at 62, 

2. Those who ure still in the grade of 
Lt. Col, at age 56 years; Those who are 
still in the grade of Major at age 52 
years ; Those who are still in the grade of 
Captain at age 48 years; These to be 
passed over for promotion to the next 
grade but to be continued in active ser- 
Vice at rates of pay now authorized, 

3. Oflicers passed over for promotion to 
perform the housekeeping duties on posts 
and similar establishments, such as Ree- 
reation Oflicer, Post Exchange Officer, 
Athletic Officer, Post Quartermaster and 
similar assignments. 

4. Create a single promotion list of 
those officers who fall within the age lim 
its for younger oflicers, As soon as an 





officer reaches the overage limit for this 
promotion list he shall pass to the group 
mentioned in paragraph three above and 
remain in service until the age of 60 
years.

Favors Proposal 


Kditor, Army AND Navy JouRNAL: 

Your survey of service personnel views 
on the proposed age-in-grade retirement 
system is appreciated and is in line with 
the valuable service that you have ren- 
dered the Army and Navy for so many 
years, 

When filling out the card it occurred to - 
me that perhaps the reasons why some 
of us do or do not favor the proposed 
legislation may be of value. In present- 
ing my views, you are at liberty to pub- 
lish this if it appears desirable, 

The legislation effective Aug. 1, 1935, 
went a long way to relieve the stagnation 
in promotion at the time, but it did not re- 
move the “hump”; that is still with us, to 
effect the careers of all the younger offi 
cers In the service, It is, | think, gen- 
erally agreed that some form of forced 
attrition is necessary if we are to have 
anoeven flow of promotion through all 
grades, offering every young oflicer a rea- 
sonable assurance that he may at a suit- 
able age reach the highest grade on the 
promotion list, 

Promotion by selection is ideal in 
theory but it simply will not work; it 
would be impossible to keep the personal 
equation out of it. A process of retiring 
“those who can best be spared,” as pro- 
posed a few years ago, is pernicious; the 
effect would be to cast a stigma upon 
every excellent officer effected by it, if ap- 
plied on a seale sufficient to gain results, 
If forced attrition is necessary, it must 
be by some method completely free from 
personalities or the morale of the ser- 
vice will be irreparably impaired, Of all 
the methods T can think of, age in grade 
seems to me to be the fairest and the 
best. 

With the exception of one or two minor 
points | favor the War Department's 
proposal, and [ will be among those cer- 
tain to be effected by it. I don’t want to 
be retired either; at least not for a couple 
of years und the next pay period, L favor 
it because of it's absolute impartiality, 
because it effects the colonels as well us 
the captains, because there will be no re 
flection upon any individual retired un- 
der it, because it, if passed in it’s present 
form has been carefully prepared and 
safeguards the individual as far us any 
legislation possibly can do. And in addi 
tion, if this bill does not pass it is only 
a question of time until we will be facing 
the problem again and with perhaps a 
solution that we will not like as well.

Tighten Class B 
Editor, ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Comparatively few of the progressive 
and ambitious officers of the Army are 
satisfied with the present promotion sys- 
tem. Promotion by seniority affords little 
or no opportunity to officers who rise 
above the common level to obtain any re- 
ward for unusual or extraordinarily effi 
cient: service, except in time of war. 
Leadership thus has no chance to de 
velop, Which is not as it should be, The 
seniority system permits the drones who 
are neither ambitious or efficient, and 
who do just enough to get by, and no 
more, to reap the same rewards in pro 
motion and pay as do officers of real 
value who excel them in every particular. 
Promotion by seniority alone thus puts a 
premium upon mediocrity, 

On the other hand, promotion by selec 
tion only, affords too much opportunity 
for wire pulling, political influence and 
comtee cooling. Some method should, and 
I believe can, be devised which combines 
the desirable features of both systems 
and eliminates the undesirable ones, If 
this is not done, promotion by selection 
will destroy morale in the Army as it has 
in the Navy.

General Joyce was born in Brooklyn, N, Y., 
on 3 Nov. 1879. Tle enlisted as a private

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until he was mustered out of the service on 
17 Nov. 1898. He enlisted as a private, Troop 
“B,” Grd Cavalry, Regular Army, 3 March, 
1900; and on 11 Oct. 1901 he accepted ap- 
pointment as second lieutenant, 6th Cavalry, 
Regular Army. 

He attended the Infantry-Cavalry School at 
Ft. Leavenworth, Kan., completing the course 
as a distinguished graduate in July, 1905; 
the Staff College, at Ft. Leavenworth, from 
which he was graduated on 31 July 1906. 

General Joyce sailed for France in Decem- 
ber, 1917, and was attached to the 37th British 
Division at Ypres Salient to 14 Jan. 1918; 
participating in the actions at Klein, Zili- 
beke and Moat Farm, Flanders, from 2 to 10 
Jan, 1918, Ife then joined the 55th French 
Division at Champagne, France, and served 
with that Division until 20 April 1918, when 
he was ordered home. He was Liaison Officer, 
General Staff, Washington, D. C., to 22 Sept. 


1918; and Chief of Staff, 31st Division at 
Camp Mills, New York, to October, 1918, 
when he was ordered back to France. Upon 


his arrival in France on 7 Oct. 1918 he was 
attached to the 77th Division to 19 Oct. 1918; 
participating in the ‘Meuse-Argonne offensive, 
from 12-19 October 1918; and at Le Mans, as 
Chief of Staff, 83rd Division to 18 Jan. 1919. 
He returned to the United States on 30 Jan. 
1919. 

General Joyce was ordered to London, En 
gland, for duty as Military Attache in April, 
1924, and served in that capacity until 30 
August 1927. He attended the Army War Col- 
lege, Washington, In June, 1933, he took com- 
mand of the 3rd Cavalry and Ft. Myer, Va., 
and served there until 15 June 1936, when he 
was transferred to San Francisco for duty 
with the Fourth Army. He assumed command 
of Ft, Clark, Texas, on 28 January 1937, and 
in November, 1938, was ordered to Ft. Bliss, 
Texas, to command the 1st Cavalry Division, 
in which capacity he now serves. 

General Joyce was awarded the 
guished Service Medal. 

General Joyce was also awarded the Pur- 
ple Heart, French Croix de Guerre with Palm, 
and French Legion of Honor (officer). 

Brig. Gen, George Grunert 

General Grunert was born at White Haven, 
Penna., 21 July 1880, He enlisted in the Reg 
ular Army 29 Sept. 1898; and served as a 
private, corporal, sergeant, and quartermaster 
sergeant, Battery B, 2nd Artillery, until 28 
April 1901, on which date he accepted ap- 
pointment as a second lieutenant, 11th Cav 
alry.

Air Corps Celebrates Anniversary | 


With Demonstrations and Records 

Army Air Corps posts throughout the 
United States held open house and squad- 
rons of the General Headquarters Air 
Force made flights over cities and towns 
in many parts of the country as a part of 
the Air Corps celebration held Wednes- 
day, 2 Aug. 1939, in commemoration of 
the purchase of the first military airplane 
on 2 Aug. 1909, 

The groups of U. S. Army airplanes 
which flew over American cities and 
towns took off simultaneously from nine 
air stations on a signal from President 
Roosevelt at 11:00 A. M., Eastern Stand- 
ard Time. These flights were made from 
Langley Field, Va.:; Mitchel Field, N. Y.: 
Selfridge Field, Mich.; Barksdale Field, 
La.: the Air Corps Training Center, Ran- 
dolph Field, Tex.; Maxwell Field, Ala.; 
Chanute Field, Ill.; Scott Field, UL, and 
Lowry Field, Colo. 

The Pacific Coast observance took the 
form of a wide-spread air defense exer- 
cise in which the civilian populace will 
take part with the military forces in op- 
erating an aircraft warning net. 


At Wright Field, Ohio, performance 
trials of standard Army combat. air- 


planes, flights by tactical squadrons and 
a reunion of military and 
aviation pioneers of the days prior to 1912 
were held. 

At the Wright Field demonstration, at 
tended by more than 100,000 interested 
spectators, 2 luncheon was given at which 
Maj. Gen. H. H. Arnold, chief of the Air 


Corps, announced the new records es- 


‘tablished by Army airplanes, pointing out 


that they were made by standard combat 
planes and that no “souped up” fuel was 
used and no “five hour” engines employed. 

General Arnold also presented four 
Distinguished Flying Crosses at the 
luncheon. The recipients were: Maj. Car] 
I’, Greene and Capt. Alfred If. Johnson 
for their work in pressure cabin air- 
planes, and Capt. George V. Holloman 
and Capt. Carl J. Crane for developing 
the automatic landing system. 

In addition General Arnold transmitted 
letters from the Secretary of War recog 
nizing Col. Frederic I. Humphreys, of 
the 102nd Engineers, New York National 
Guard, as the first U. S. Army officer to 
fly alone in an Army plane; Col. Frank 
P. Lahm, AC, as the second Army officer 
to fly alone in an Army airplane; and 
to Mr. J. R. Selfridge recognizing that 
the late Lt. Thomas EK. Selfridge, USA, 
was the first Army oflicer to fly an 
plane alone. 

Two more international aviation ree 
ords, announced at Wright Field by offi 
cials of the National Aeronautic Associa 
tion, brought to a total of six the number 
of world marks chalked this week to the 
credit of the U. S. Army Air Corps and 


to American aeronautical prestige. Like 
the four announced earlier, they were

made with standard Army service equip 
ment, 

One was a closed course speed record 
of 166.32 average miies per hour while 
carrying 2000 kilograms (4409 Ibs.) pay- 
load for a distance of 3107 miles, or 5000 
kilometers—a category in which no other 
airplane of the world has formerly quali 
fied. The record was made in a Boeing 
B-15 “Super-Fortress” carrying a crew of 
seven officers and men commanded hy 
Maj. Caleb V. Haynes of GHQ Air Force, 
Langley Field, Virginia. 

The other was a high altitude record 
of approximately 33,400 feet with 5000 
kilograms (11,023 Ibs.) payload, exceed- 
ing liberally the former record held by 
Germany. This one was made by Capt. 
( S. (Bill) Irvine and Capt. Pearl 
Robey, pilots, and Ist Lt. Ralph Swaf 
ford, reserve pilot, in a Boeing YB-17A 
Flying Fortress. 

Captain Irvine a few hours earlier had 
established a new world speed record of 
259.398 miles per hour in the YRB-1I7A 
with the same 11,028 pound payload. 

With Major Haynes in the B-15 were 
Capt. William ID. Old and Capt. Walter 
Bryte, of Langley Field, and Lt. Carl 
Brandt of Wright Field, all as pilots or 


alternate pilots; Technical Sgt. Adolph 
Catterius, crew chief, Staff Sgt. David L. 
Spicer, assistant erew chief, and Cpl. 


James Sands, radio operator. 

Three days previously Major Haynes 
in the B-15 had bagged the world’s load 
carrying record by taking 15% tons pay 
load to S200 feet altitude, bettering by 
more than a ton the former mark set in 
Russia. 

The Army’s Wasp-powered Grumman 
OA-9 amphibian, piloted by Capt. W. P. 
Sloan and Capt. B. L. Boatner, was re 
sponsible for another of the rapid-fire 
series of world records when it flew Mon 
day 1000 kilometers at a speed of 186.0% 
m.p.h., substantially above the former 
record for amphibians of 159.8 miles per 
hour, made in Italy. 

The other of the group of six world 
records broken by the Air Corps since 
Sunday was the Angeles to New 
York course record, second category, for 
airplanes carrying passengers or crew. 
The Army’s new Boeing B-17B Flying 
Fortress flew it non-stop in 9 hours, 14 
minutes, 30 seconds, 1 Aug., as compared 
with the former record in this class of 
11 hours, 5 minutes, 45 seconds, made in 
1935 by D. W. Tomlinson in a Douglas 
DC-1 transport. The B-17B was piloted 
by Maj. Stanley M. Umstead, chief of the 
Flying Branch of the Air Corps Materiel 
Division, and Capt. Leonard F. Harman, 
Air Corps engineering officer, accom- 
panied by Louis Sibilsky and Mark IL 
Koogler, both also of Wright Field.

Navy Temporary Surgeons 

The Senate this week passed the bill, 
S. 2284, which increases to 100 the num- 
ber of acting assistant surgeons that may 
be appointed by the President for the 
Navy. In explanation of the bill, Senator 
David I. Walsh, Chairman of the Senate 
Naval Affairs Committee, told the Senate, 

“Mr. President, the number of surgeons 
who are yearly required to take care of the 
health of the officers and enlisted men of the 
Navy is 75. Under the present law, before 
being appointed they must be graduates of a 
medical schooi and have had one year's in- 
terneship in a hospital, They are given

permanent appointments under the present 
law, 

“It has been found that mistakes have been 
made from time to time in giving permanent 
appointments before these men are tried out 
in the naval service, The purpose of the 
pending bill is to do away with permanent 
appointments until after they are tried for 18 
months, The number is fixed at a hundred 
so that there may be an elimination of 25, 
and still the usual number be named, There 
is no increase in the number, and the pro 
bationary period will cover the interneship 
and a preliminary trial to demonstrate 
whether they are fitted and capable of per- 
forming the medical work the Navy requires 


of surgeons.” 


Canton Island 

Admiral William D. Leahy, USN, testi- 
fying as Chief of Naval Operations on 24 
July 1939, told the House Appropriations 
Committee that due to the question of 
sovereignty of Canton Island in the 
Pacific, with both Bricain and the United 
States claiming ownership, the Navy can- 
not expend funds for seaplane harbor de- 
velopment. Admiral Leahy appeared to 
support an item of $900,000 in the Third 





Deficiency Bill for the subsidization of | 


an air mail route that would touch 
Canton Island enroute to New Zealand. 
He said that if the funds were appro- 
priated, the Pan American Airways could 
continue with their work of developing a 
seaplane landing facility, which could be 
used by the Navy for tactical purposes. 
Admiral Leahy told the committee, “I am 
informed by the company that unless they 
can maintain their lines to Aus:ralia, they 
will be unable to maintain their facilities 
at Canton Island and will take a loss of 
so much as they have expended up to the 
present time in preparing the place as a 
seaplane landing area. A seaplane land- 
ing in the lagoon of Canton Island is very 
necessary to the Navy in ics air defense 
of the United States, and the Navy De- 


partment is very much interested in hav- | 


ing those facilities maintained there. 


Would Adjust Vessel Profit 


The Senate Naval Affairs Committee 
this week reported favorably on a_ bill, 
S. 2464, which would amend present law 
to permit shipbuilders, contracting for 
Naval vessels under the 10 per cent profit 
limitation provision, to evaluate their 
profits and losses over a four year period. 

In reporting the bill, the committee 
stated: 

The purpose of the bill is to permit those 
who contract for the construction of ships for 
the Navy to take credit for deficiencies in 
profit less than 10 per cent, as well as net 
losses, in determining excess profits, if any, 
during a period of the next 4 succeeding tax 
able years rather than during the next sue 
ceeding year only. 

Under the existing law those who contract 
for the construction of ships for the Navy 
must return to the Treasury profits in excess 
of 10 per cent of the total contract prices. 
Such contractors are permitted to allow net 
losses incurred during any income taxable 
year as credits in determining the excess prof- 
it, if any, during the next succeeding income 
taxable year. The present bill (1) extends 
the period to the next 4 succeeding taxable 
years, and (2) ineludes deficiencies in profit 
less than 10 per cent as well as net losses, 


China Medal Authorized 

The Acting Secretary of the Navy on 
25 July approved authorization for the 
issuance of a new service medal to the 
personnel of all units stationed ashore 
in China and of all vessels which oper- 
ated on the Chinese coast or rivers 
since 7 July 1937 to an indefinite date. 

The general order to be issued to the 
service will list the vessels coming with- 
in the terms of the department's decision 
in the matter of services and it will be 
modified from time to time so as to 
include the vessels participating in the 
operations subsequently. 

The forthcoming general order will es- 
tablish the procedure to be followed to 
secure the medal by those entitled to re- 
ceive it. 

No applications for the medal will be

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our coasts, With the Navy that is now built 
and building. we should be sufficiently strong 
to defeat the fleet of any single naval power 
wherever it can be brought to action.

Permaneney of personnel is a primary recul 
site of efficiency, and our present building 
program will require inereased enlisted per 
sonnel to ensure a satisfactory permanency 
of crews on fighting ships built and building. 

“The superior quality of training, leader 
ship, and morale of the officer personnel is 
reflected in the excellent results of current 
gunnery, engineering, and communication ex 
ercises, A selection system is the only method 
of promotion by which relatively young offi 
cers may reach the respective grades. In this 
connection a careful study should he made 
of the entire officer personnel anestion he 
fore anv more changes are made in personnel 
legislation. 

“Admiral Hf, FE. Yarnell has, for the period 


of this report, served with marked distine- 
tion as Commander-in-Chief of the United 
States Asiatic Fleet. In the protection of | 


American nationals, policies, and possessions, 
Admiral Yarnell has been confronted with 
many vexatious issues and some situations of 
considerable consequence to the prestige of 
this country. In every case his duties have

Ships in Service 
“During the fiscal year 1989, the Navy De- 
partment, in furtherance of the established 
and approved Naval Policy, maintained in 
commission and operated at sea a total of 348 
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ships. Of these ships, 313 were in commission 
throughout the fiseal year and 35 were in com- 
mission for only a portion of the fiseal year 
as explained in the tables following. There 
were also operated in the naval districts and 
stations 194 small craft of various types and 
in addition, four schoolships were loaned to 
the States of New York, Massachusetts, Penn- 
sylvania, and California for merchant marine 
training purposes. The total number of naval 
vessels of all types that were in service, 
including the State schoolships, during the 
whole or part of the fiscal year was 546

“To man these ships and their attached and 
assigned aircraft the annual appropriation 
provided funds sufficient for a total enlisted 
strength of 110,100 men. With this number of 
men it was apparent that complements could 
not be filled, and allowances were therefore 
prescribed which made the best compromise 
that could be worked out based on recom- 
mendations of the Commander-in-Chief, U. §. 
Fleet, and on past experience. 

“The Chief of Naval Operations holds the 
view that when, in accordance with the ap- 
proved Naval Policy, the composition of the

Fleet is established, it is essential that ade- 
quate provision be made for manning the 
ships properly. The fighting efficiency of a 
Navy is dependent upon the personnel, both 
officers and men, who man it, and under- 
manned ships are always at a disadvantage. 
Therefore, with the entry into service of the 
new ships now authorized and being built, it 
is very important that appropriate increases 

in the personnel be obtained. 
U. 8S. Marine Corps Operations 

“Appropriations for the fiscal year 1939 per- 
mitted an average enlisted strength of 17,500 
men. It is essential that the Marine Corps 
should have a sufficient increase of personnel 
to provide necessary Marine detachments and 
guards for new ships, expanding naval activi- 
ties, and to carry out missions assigned by 
the Navy in basic plans. 

“In support of the naval policy the dis- 
tribution and training of the Marine Force 
have been effected with a view to accomplish- 
ing the following purposes: 

“(a) To provide adequate and trained 
Marine detachments on board vessels of the 
Navy. 

“(b) To maintain the Fleet Marine Force 
in immediate readiness as a tactical unit of 
the United States Fleet. 

“(c) To protect naval property and shore 
establishments within the continental limits 
of the United States and in outlying pos- 
sessions. 

“(d) To protect American lives and inter- 
ests in disturbed areas involving opera- 
tions ashore, 

“The distribution of the Marine Corps on 
June 30, 1939, consisting of 1207 commissioned 
officers, 147 warrant officers, and 18,000 en- 
listed men, was as follows: 

“Marine detachments, totalling 130 commis- 
sioned officers and 2,962 enlisted men, have 
been maintained on 55 ships. 

“The Fleet Marine Force, exclusive of avia- 
tion, consisted of 190 commissioned officers, 
16 warrant officers, and 3,422 enlisted men. 

“Aviation comprised 192 commissioned offi- 
cers, 16 warrant officers, and 1,118 enlisted 
men. 

“Naval activities in the United States re 
quired 112 commissioned officers, 18 warrant 
officers, and 3,382 enlisted men. 

“Foreign stations required 105 commis- 
sloned officers, 21 warrant officers, and 2,644 
enlisted men, 

Material Condition of Vessels 

“Since 1924, a policy has been scrupulously 
observed that as funds available will never be 
sufficient to care for all the demands upon 
them, maintenance and repairs should be 
given precedence over alterations, however 
desirable. Alterations to ships are controlled 
exclusively by the Department. The Forces 
Afloat are zealous in undertaking all mainte- 
nance and repair work within the capacity 
of the ship’s forces, and that of the tenders 
and fleet repair ships. The repairs that are 
regularly being accomplished are noteworthy 
in respect to their magnitude and complexity. 

“The general material condition of the 
Fleet is satisfactory. Due to lack of funds 
relatively few alterations to ships in com- 
mission and their equipment has been accom- 
plished. 

“The material condition of the different 
types of ships is discussed in detail below: 
Battleships 
“In general, a satisfactory condition of re 
pair and upkeep has been maintained. A re 
stricted number of important alterations has 
been completed. A bill authorizing a major 
overhaul of the five latest battleships, Colo- 
rado, Maryland, West Virginia, California and 
Tennessee, has just been enacted by the Con- 
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gress. The present plans are to give these 
vessels extensive overhauls continuing over a 
period of approximately five years. 

Aireraft Carriers 

“The material condition of the Lexington, 
Saratoga, and Ranger remains unchanged. 
The Yorktown and Enterprise have been op- 
erating as units of the fleet since January, 
9. 
An appropriation for the modernization of 
the Lexington and Saratoga was contained 
in the 1940 appropriation bill. 

Cruisers 

“Light and heavy cruisers in commission 
have been maintained in a satisfactory ,mate- 
rial condition. During the year the heavy 
cruiser Wichita and the light cruisers 
Phoenix, Boise, and Honolulu were delivered. 
The last three have joined the Fleet. The 
Wichita is scheduled for final trials in August 
prior to joining the Fleet. Light cruisers 
Philadelphia, Brooklyn, Savannah, and Nash- 
ville, commissioned during the fiscal year 
1938, have also joined the Fleet. The light 
eruiser St. Louis was delivered to the Navy 
in May, 1939, and is now fitting out prepara- 
tory to her shakedown cruise. 

Destroyers and Light Mine Layers. 

“The material condition, in general, of the 
old destroyers and light mine layers in full 
commission is satisfactory considering their 
age. All vessels of this class, both in and out 
of commission, are now overage. These old 
destroyers in the Fleet are being replaced 
and, in most cases, decommissioned as the 
new destroyers join up 

“Five new 1500-ton and three 1850-ton de- 
stroyers were commissioned and eleven old- 
type destroyers decommissioned during the 
period covered by this report. 

“The 1200-ton destroyers Childs and Wil- 
liamson were converted into seaplane tenders, 
small, and the Manley was converted into spe- 
cial class of troop ship. 

“The decommissioned destroyers, at the end 
of the fiscal year were located as follows: 

60 at Navy Yard, Philadelphia 

49 at Destroyer Base, San Diego 

1 at Navy Yard, Mare Island 
Destroyer Tenders 

“The material condition of the destroyer 
tenders has remained unchanged except for 
normal deterioration due to increase in age. 
Because of their age, the cost and difficulty 
of maintaining them in good material condi- 
tion is increasing each year. Alterations to 
equip them for servicing the new type de- 
stroyer have been completed. Two tenders are 
in process of construction and should be com- 
pleted early in fiscal year 1941, 
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Vessels of Mine Layer and Mine Sweeper 

Classes, Gunboats and Ocean-Going Tugs 

“The material condition of mine layers, 
mine sweepers, seaplane tenders (small), gun- 
boats, converted yachts and ocean tugs has 
remained unchanged, except for normal de- 
terioration due to increase in age. Due to the 
age of these vessels an increasing amount of 
upkeep may be expected to keep them in op- 
erative condition. 

“In the case of the seaplane tenders (small), 
the alterations to better equip them for their 
duties as such have been completed on all 
nine vessels. Two seaplane tenders, small, are 
under construction, 

“The mine sweepers Oriole and Turkey were 
recommissioned during the year. The river 
gunboat Monocacy was stricken from Navy 
Register and disposed of by sinking. 

“As of 30 June 1939, the following vessels 
were out of commission:

Submarines and Tenders 

“The general material condition of subma 
rines in commission is considered satisfac- 
tory except for certain machinery improve- 
ments which are being undertaken, 

“On 23 May 1939, while making a training 
dive the Squalus flooded her After Battery 
Compartment, Forward Engine Room, After 
Engine Room and After Torpedo Room and 
sank in about 240 feet of water at a position 
about five miles south of the Isles of Shoals. 
The accident was presumably caused by fail- 
ure of main engine air induction or hull ven- 
tilation supply, or both, to close. After rescue 
of survivors salvage operations were begun 
and are still in progress. The ship will re- 
quire complete rehabilitation after she has 
been raised. 

“The Sturgeon was completed and joined 
the Fleet. The Sargo, Saury and Sculpin have 
been completed and should join the Fleet in 
the fall and winter of 1939-1940. 

“The Holland, Canopus and Teaver are the 
only submarine tenders which function as 
such; the Argonne is flagship of the Base 
Force; the Bushnell is on survey duty and the 
Camden is out of commission. Only the Hol- 
land and Bushnell were built as submarine 
tenders; the others are converted merchant 
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vessels and are getting old. One tender is in 
process of construction and should be com- 
pleted in 1941. 

“Submarine Rescue vessels are all ex-mine 
sweepers commissioned in 1918-1919, and are 
approaching the stage when replacement 
must be considered. The supersonic gear on 
these vessels is obsolescent and results of 
rescue exercises indicate that this important 
equipment should be replaced. 

Auxiliaries 

“The auxiliaries are nearly all old and slow 
and require a disproportionate expenditure of 
money to keep them in a reasonably satis- 
factory state of material upkeep. During the 
year the tanker Cimarron, originally con- 
tracted for by the Standard Oil Company, 
was turned over to the Navy by the Maritime 
Commission upon the completion of her con- 
struction according to an agreement between 
the Standard Oil Company and the Navy, ar- 
ranged through the Maritime Commission, 
Upon delivery, the vessel was given a fitting 
out period at the Navy Yard, Philadelphia, of 
nbout three months and sailed to join the 
fleet on the first of May. The tankers Neosho 
and Platte, both under construction, will 
shortly be delivered to the Navy by the Stand- 
ard Oil Company under the same agreement 
as the Cimarron, The construction of the 
Repair Ship appropriated for in 1940 Appro- 
priation Bill has not yet commenced, 

“The ammunition ship Pyro is being re- 
commissioned at the Puget Sound Navy Yard 
and will go into service early in the fiscal 
year 1940,” 

Naval Reserve 

“The new Naval Reserve Law which became 
effective 1 July 1938, involved several im- 
portant changes in the organization and ad- 
ministration of the Reserve. The organized 
drilling units, formerly included within the 
classification ‘Fleet Naval Reserve,’ became 
the ‘Organized Reserve.’ The classification 
‘Fleet Naval Reserve’ is now assigned ex- 
clusively to officers and men transferred to 
the Naval Reserve from the Regular Navy. 
Another important feature of the new law is 
the provision requiring the maximum allowed 
growth and development of Naval Reserve to 
be accomplished within ten years of the 
passage of the Act (subject to budgetary re- 
strictions). The Chief of Naval Operations 
feels that the new law will contribute to the 
greater efficiency of the Naval Reserve as an 
integral component part of the Naval Estab- 
lishment.

IT IS TO BE REGRETTED that the President has seen fit to veto the aet 
which would have given Army Reserve Officers $50 a year for three years to purchase 
uniforms and equipment. The President indicated that if the bill had made perform- 
ance of active duty training a condition precedent to payment, he would have signed it. 
While agreeing such a condition might be desirable, the fact remains that the ap- 
propriations allowed for field training permit only a Hmited number of Reserve 
Officers to enjoy it. There are thousands of these oflicers eager to supplement their 
correspondence work with service with troops, but the opportunity perforce, is denied 
to them. There is consequently discrimination in this respect, and if the condition 
suggested by the President were fixed by law, they would be subject to further dis- 
crimination, Should Congress finally decide to comply with the President’s idea, 
a precedent would be established of importance to the Regular Army and to officers 
of the National Guard commissioned in the Regular Service. It is true that $150 
would not go far toward providing an oflicer with the expensive uniforms now 
required under Army Regulations. But at least it would be a big help, particularly 
to the younger officers, whose pay is inadequate for their own support and that of 
their families. Congress has shown that it will not increase commissioned pay, al- 
though it may do something in this respect for the underpaid enlisted personne! ; 
but it properly could grant a clothing allowance, and that would be a highly ac- 
ceptable addition to the family budget. It is to be hoped that at the coming session, 
Congress when reconsidering the Reserve Officer Uniform allowance bill in order 
to meet the President's objection, will include in its inquiry the matter of a like al- 
lowance at least for the officers of the Regular Service. In addition, it should pro- 
vide an allowance for the officers and men who must have automobiles in order to 
efficiently discharge their official missions. 


THE SITUATION BROUGHT to the fore by the decision of the Comptroller 
General denying submarine pay to the survivors of the Squalus disaster is one 
which should engage the prompt attention of the Naval Affairs committees of the 
Senate and House as well as the officials of the Navy Department. It appears, from 
the Comptroller’s strict interpretation of the law, that existing statues make no pro- 
vision for exending the right to additional pay to oflicers for the period following a 
disaster when they can not actually perform service on board their vessel. In the 
case of the enlisted men, it was held that inasmuch as they can not be returned to 
duty on the USS Squalus within thirty days they can not draw their submarine pay. 
These officers and enlisted men yolunteered for submarine service, accepting the 
hazard the duty involves. They were assigned to the Squalus. Accordingly they un- 
doubtedly arranged their personal and family affairs on the basis of the additional 
pay granted for the dangerous duty. Now after having passed, with distinction and 
honor, through the nerve racking experience of going to the bottom with their ship, 
being imprisoned for a prolonged period, and finally rescued, they find that through 
a technicality in the law their income is reduced. While the Comptroller is doubtless 
correct in his interpretation of the law, there can be no defense for the justice of the 
resulting salary cut. Had the Department foreseen the present situation, it could 
have immediately assigned the crew to other submarines, but this was done in only 
a few instances. The news of this salary reduction taken together with the knowledge 
of the small pensions granted to the dependents of those lost on the Squalus, reveals 
the need for overhauling the code of laws applicable to such instances. Senator Styles 
Bridges of New Hampshire is sponsoring a bill to give war-time pensions to the de- 
pendents of those lost. The committees should institute a thorough investigation to 
the end that those who risk their lives to put their country in a proper posture of de- 
fense may not suffer monetary losses thereby.

Testifying before the Ilouse / ppropria 
tions Committee on the need for an addi- 
tional appropriation of $6,000 for clerk 
hire to coordinate the increase in work 
put upon the Inspector General's Depart- 
ment by the investigation of alleged 
frauds in National Guard accounts, Maj.

Act, which requires the annual inspection of 
the National Guard by the officers of the In 
Spector General's Department, I would like 
to say that the provisions of this act had not 
been literally followed. The inspections were 
being made by Regular Army officers on duty 
#s Instructors with the National Guard in a 
perfectly proper manner under the direction 
of the corps area commanders. Without 
knowing the real reason, I assume it was due 
to a shortage of personnel in the Inspector 
General's Department that the method [ have 
referred to of inspecting the National Guard 
was followed. 

With reference to the second matter, irregu 
larities in National Guard aceounts reported 
by the Comptroller General, I would like to

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Pass Panama Canal Locks Bill 

The House of Representatives this 
week passed the bill which would author- 
ize the expenditure of $277,000,000 for the 
construction of an additional set of locks 
for the Panama Canal. Representative 
Kd Izac, of Calif., opposed the bill on the 
floor of the House on the grounds that 
a canal should be built through the Re- 
publie of Nicaragua rather than an addi- 
tional set of locks for the Panama Canal. 
He cited the report of the United States 
(overnment Interoceanic Canal Board of 
131, in which the Army Engineers are 
said to have placed the cost of construet- 
ing a Nicaraguan Canal at $772,000,000, 
Statements made during debate by other 
members placed the cost of the Nicara 
xian project at $1,400,000,000, Represen- 
tative Schafer, of Wise., made a motion to 
recommnit the bill to the Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries Committee on the grounds 
that there is no provision in the bill eall 
ing for the exclusive use of American 
coutractors and for preferential treat 
ment of American citizens. His motion 
wis defeated when Representative 8S, 0. 
Bland, of Va.. Chairman of the Commit- 
tee, cited a report by the Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Public Tlealth Service in 
Which it was stated that the tropical cli 
mate of the Canal Zone would be injur 
ious to the health of Americans and that 
the tropical climate is productive of “de 
terioration in every way.” 

Representative Izac made the following 
statement during debate on the floor: 

“It (the Niearaguan Canal) will not cost 
$1,400,000,000, because Colonel Sultan and 
his staff whe went down there and made the 
survey have given the figures Lam giving you 
now. We will say that it will take 10 years 
to build. Undoubtedly it will take 10 years 
to build. De you suppose it is going to 
tuke less time to build these locks? It will 
take at least 6 years and probably 8 years. 
That is what you are going to gain in num 
ber of years, and that is all, 

“T want to show you something on these 


charts. Here is the Panama Canal, At the 
present time we are taking steps to guard 
the eustern approach, We are building a 


Rico in the 1,000-mile cirele, 
which will completely dominate the Carib 
bean Sea. On the west side we have simi 
lar islands strategically located, and we could 


base at Puerto 
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have the same type of defense against at- 
tack on the Canal. But what are we doing? 
We are not even taking over the Galapagos 
or Cocos Islands, which would give us a 
listening post or observation base for our 
planes to guard the western approach to the 
Canal, Dees anyone think that simply pro- 
tecting the eastern approach to the Canal 
is doing all that we should do? 

“Mr. Speaker, my idea is that if we are 
going to spend $277,000,000 and forever forget 
any other canal, let us at least guard what 
we have down there, 

“I show you here a strategic map which 
will demonstrate how an attack by airplane 
carriers will be made against the Panama 
Canal, T show you this black sector, which 
is the position an enemy will assume under 
cover of darkness from which to launch 
planes for an attack on the Canal. 

“IT am forgetting all about sabotage and 
things that might happen to the canal in the 
meantime, Here we are with a situation like 
this, and we have no listening post out here 
where we should have one. We have not 
made arrangements to lease a place over 
here in Salvador, Guatamala, or Ecuador. 

This whole western approach to the Canal 
Zone is absolutely unprotected, Still they 
come in here and ask us to spend $277,000,- 
00 when we have not yet taken advantage 
of the natural defenses west of the Panama 
Canal up to this time, 

“Mr, Speaker, this is no secret so IT can 
tell it here today. An attack launched, such 
as T have shown here, would permit at least 
“) percent of the attacking planes to get 


through the antiaireraft barrage, drop 
bombs on the locks of the Panama Canal 
and get back to their airplane carriers, 


Everybody knows that. It is no secret. Let 
us do something about that before we go 
ahead and spend $277,000,000 to put all the 
exes in the same basket, 

“Down here on this chart we show the 
Nicaragua Canal. I do not know whether 
that was the best place for the canal or not, 
but the Army engineers think so, They have 


a very fine report showing how feasible it 
would be. You can build that canal for 
$700,000,000 with all the defenses so the

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The adjournment of Congress, the recess of Parliament and the 
grant of dictatorial powers to the French Premier, place in the hands of the Execu- 
tives of the United States, Great Britain and France, control of the foreign relations 
ef their respective Governments. It is true President Roosevelt has been refused the 
freedom of action which he sought, that he is to some extent restricted by the pro- 
visions of the balance of the neutrality law in force, and that in foreign lands it will 
be thought that he does not speak for an united nation. Winston Churchill and his 
following in Parliament objected to a recess because of their fear that Chamberlain 
would abandon the stiff attitude he has observed since last March, and return to his 
policy of appeasement, which resulted in the Munich agreement. Deladier is in a 
position to do what he deems proper. Yet when one examines the situation of 
Roosevelt and Chamberlain, it is clear that in all preliminary stages of serious de- 
velopments they will be able to act as in their judgment seems wise and in accord- 
ance with the wills of their peoples. 

Of primary interest to the United States at this time is the course Japan will 
pursue in response to our denunciation of the Commercial Treaty of 1911. That 
Government fully appreciates that this action received the approval of the Senate 
and the mass of the American people. It knows it was caused by objection to the 
invasion of China, which has carried in its train violation of American Treaty rights, 
outrages upon American citizens, and violation of international treaties whereby 
Japan pledged herself to respect the principles of the open door and the integrity 
of China. It assumes, and with reason, that concern over the consequences of the 
British-Japanese Tien Tsin formula upon American rights and interests, also played 
its part in the treaty abrogation. Japanese reaction to our expression of displeasure 
was, first, dismay, and then sharp resentment, Controlling the press as it does, we 
may accept as the views of the Government the biting criticisms and even threats 
uttered by Japanese newspapers, The suggestion arises that these tactics are intended 
to provoke the Japanese people against the United States so that the Tokyo Ministry 
may be justified in a step of retailiation. London, where the wish is father to the 
thought, is circulating the rumor that Japan intends to withdraw her Ambassador 
in Washington, and from Shanghai has come a rumor that the Nine Power Treaty re- 
lating to China is to be denounced, Whatever may be done, there is no question that 
the American action has disturbed the authorities in Tokyo, and that it is certain 
to influence their policy, on the one hand, possibly through entrance into the Axis 
Alliance, and, on the other, through concessions to the American and British view- 
points. However, nothing definite can be said as to what Tokyo will do for the season 
that it is unable to act except by Army direction, 

It is somewhat bewildering to have military and naval staff talks between the 
British, French and Russians when there has not yet been defined the political ob- 
jectives the three Governments have in view. The procedure is a part of the tortuous 
diplomacy necessitated by the distrust the Soviets have of the British and French, 
and by the internal difficulties they face. It is not at all impossible that when these 
talks have progressed to a point of near commitment, the Stalin representatives 
may be summarily dismissed as Litvinoff was on the eve of the completion of his 
alliance negotiations with London and Paris. That the Japanese take the staff con- 
tacts more seriously than, perhaps, the Russians, is shown by the new consideration 
they are giving to the expansion of the Anti-comintern pact to a full fledged alliance 
with Germany and Italy. This would indicate that the Authoritarian Powers antici- 
pate eventually Russia will join the Anglo-French Entente. Before this occurs, how- 
éver, there must be clarification of the term “indirect aggression” which Stalin 
wishes to apply to the States of the Baltie Area. Great Britain and France are op- 
posed to a committal of this character because of the objection of the States con- 
cerned. If a formula can be devised that will satisfy Stalin, and not offend the Baltic 
Nations, there is no doubt of agreement by the London and Paris Governments. 
Then the encirclement which Hitler fears will be effected. In the Balkans there 
are new disputes arising from old issues between Bulgaria and Rumania. The Hun- 
garians are assailing the Slovaks for their attitude toward Hungarians residing in 
that country, and the Croatians are demanding independence of Yugo-Slavia. Thus 
the pot continues to boil, which accounts for the warning of Viscount Halifax, 
British Foreign Secretary, that the next few weeks or months may prove critical. 











Battleship Renovation—The five newest battleships of the U. S. Navy and its 
two oldest aircraft carriers are all slated for renovation during the next five years. 
To finance the work Congress has appropriated $5,660,000 for the renovation of the 
"Tennessee, California, West Virginian, Colorado and Maryland, and has made a 
deficiency appropriation of $4,000,000 to pay for work on the carriers Lexington and 
Saratoga. 

Work on the vessels will be spread over a period of five years in order that none 
of the ships will be withdrawn from service any longer than is necessary, All the 
work also will be done on the West Coast, 

Navy officers pointed out that work on the five capital ships will not be as ex- 
tensive as that carried out on the older battleships of the fleet, between 1926 and 
1934, when the big East Coast navy yards added new boilers and oil burning equip- 
iment, modernized propulsion machinery, added deck protection, added blisters, and 
jin some cases elevated guns and provided blister drainage at costs running from 
$3,000,000 to over $10,000,000 for each ship. Average cost of work on the five battle- 
‘ships now to be overhauled is about $1,300,000—a sum, however, in excess of the 
$450,000 maximum the Navy may spend on each vessel within an 18-month period 
Without special authorization of Congress, 

The renovating will consist principally of overhauls of machinery and will be 
done in parts, as each vessel goes into drydock for her periodic overhaul. Navy ofti- 
cers described the work to be done as comparable to having battery and spark plugs 
replaced, tires changed, motor tuned and ignition wires checked on one’s automobile. 

The carriers will become overage after 20 vears, or in 1947, since both were com- 

missioned in 1927. 


(Computing Air Safety—In connection with a recent computation designed to 
how relative air safety records, the AkMy AND Navy JourNat is in receipt of an 
interesting communication from an actuary, Mr. Pearce Shepherd, who takes issue 
with the method employed and shows how the professionals in this branch of mathe- 
matics reach their conclusions. “I find in your issue of 22 July,” Mr. Shepherd 
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writes, “an article entitled ‘Air Safety,’ in which a statement is quoted from the 
‘Air Corps News Letter’ from Randolph Field. The attempt is made in this state- 
ment to prove that the flying record for Randolph Field is three times as good, 
from a safety standpoint, as the flying record of the scheduled airlines in 1938. How- 
ever, the statistics are so grossly misused that I feel you will be interested in making 
a correction, even though the article was simply quoted from another publication. 

“The article states that three fatalities occurred at Randolph Field in the 12 
months ending 30 June 1939. Apparently these were the result of three separate 
accidents. The total amount of flying which occurred during this period is given as 
150,000 airplane hours, or approximately 17,000,000 airplane miles. In comparison 
with these figures the Civil Aeronautics Authority is quoted as reporting 45 deaths 
during the year 1938, during which the American operated airlines flew a total of 
81,058,127 revenue airplane miles, 

“The result of the occurrence of a given event is always represented by a fraction. 
Where the risk is based on statistical information, the numerator of the fraction 
consists of the number of occasions on which the event occurred and the denominator 
consists of the number of occasions on which the event might have occurred. The 
correspondent in question takes for his fraction representing the fatality hazard at 
Randolph Field a numerator of three lives lost as against 17,000,000 airplane miles 
flown. This would be an accurate representation of the hazard provided that all 
the flying was done with only one occupant in each plane. To the extent that there 
were two or more occupants in any planes, this fraction is not exactly correct, but it 
probably serves the purpose well enough as a representation of this particular hazard. 
Now when the correspondent considers the scheduled airlines, he takes as the 
numerator of his fraction 45 lives lost as compared with the denominator which con- 
sists of 81,000,000 plus revenue airplane miles flown. Since the scheduled airlines 
carry iiine or ten lives on the average, this is hardly a true representation of the 
hazard involved. If lives are to be used in the numerator, the denominator should 
consist of the number of occupant miles flown. If the number of airplane miles 
flown is taken as the denominator, then the numerator should consist of the number 
of airplanes in which fatal accidents occurred, Therefore, the fraction as used by 
the correspondent obviously overstates the hazard of a fatal accident, since 
the scheduled airlines carry on the average approximately 9 or ten lives in each 
plane. 

“Assuming the correspondent’s figures for Randolph Field are correct and 
that three airplanes were involved in three separate fatal accidents, it would be 
proper to compare his result of one death for every 5,600,000 airplane miles with 
the following figures for the scheduled airlines: for this purpose I am using figures 
of the Civil Aeronautics Authority for passenger operations of the scheduled air- 
lines both domestic and foreign and territorial services. The figures indicate that 
there were seven such accidents involving 54 fatalities, consisting of pilots, co-pilots, 
crew members, and passengers. I believe it is fair to use as the denominator the 
81,000,000 plus airplane miles flown, although this may include a small amount of 
non-passenger flying. We thus find that there was one fatal accident for every 
11,600,000 airplane miles flown. 

“In other words, flying over a scheduled airline appears to be about twice as 
safe as flying at Randolph Field, instead of one-third as safe, as this correspondent 
concluded. There is another aspect which makes it really impossible to make any 
fair comparison. Probably there were some other accidents at Randolph Field in 
which a fatality was avoided by the use of parachutes. Since this means of escape 
is not available on the scheduled airlines, we really ought to compare with their 
record the number of fatal accidents at Randolph Field plus the number of in- 
stances in which the plane crashed (in which case presumably there would be a 
fatality) but the occupant or occupants of the plane escaped by means of their 
parachutes.” 


Bureau of Aeronauties—As part of the summer course of instruction at the Naval 
Academy, each week a group of 45 or 50 midshipmen are flown to the Naval Air 
Station, Anacostia, D. C., in nine patrol planes. The tour of inspection consists of 
visits through the various shops and hangars on the stations. Heads of depart- 
ments give brief lectures on the functions and purpose of particular activities and 
answer the midshipmen’s questions. This is followed by lunch in the general mess, 
after which the midshipmen return to the Academy. 

An old Russian pushka, or cannon, has been raised by members of Patrol Wing 
Four from the waters of the channel at Sitka, Alaska. The cannon was discovered 
about ten feet under water off the Navy float at a very low tide. 

An after-hours working party was immediately formed, and under the leader- 
ship of It. (ig) B. J. Prueher, the piece was slung under a lighter at low water 
and floated across to the Air Base on the return tide. Beached and hauled out of 
the water, the piece proved to be of Russian origin, some 12 feet long with a 6-inch 
hore. Its weight was estimated at 4,600 pounds, 

A length of hand-wrought iron chain was still attached to the pushka and 
an inscription in Russian was partly discernible on one of the trunnions. The date 
had rusted off but the name of the foundry where it had been cast was readable. 
The piece will be kept as an ornament at the Fleet Air Base, Sitka. 

Two new hangars at Pensacola were placed in service at the end of June—one 
at Corry Field and one at Chevalier Field—as the construction program at the air 
station advanced towards completion. The new naval hospital is approximately 
10 per cent complete; the cadet quarters are about half-finished. 


Corps of Engineers— Bridge-building devices of the Corps of Engineers will receive 
acid tests in the First Army maneuvers this month, Engineer officers here are 
hoping this week. Equipment for building of ponton and footbridges will be taken 
both to Manassas and to Plattsburg, and it is expected that they will be used in 
the crossing of some of the streams which run through both fields of action. 

The 5th Engineers, of Ft. Belvoir, Va., commanded by Col. James A. O'Connor, 
will transport their ponton equipment to Manassas for probable use during the 
corps exercises 14 to 17 Aug. The pontons, mounted on their carriages, will leave 
the area 17 Aug., under escort of a platoon of the regiment, for Plattsburg. There 
the equipment will be added to that from West Point and turned over to National 
Guard engineer troops for use during the maneuvers. There are pontons and other 
equipment at Ft. Belvoir sufficient to construct 250 feet of bridge, and a like 
quantity at West Point. 

Col. Ralph Ward, engineer officer of the First Army, who will be in charge 
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of stream crossing appliances at Plattsburg, is anxious to make service tests of not 
only ponton bridges, but of trestle bridges, footbridges and attack boats—small, 
200-pound craft built of plywood, which are capable of carrying ten men apiece. 
About 80 of the boats will be taken to Plattsburg. 

It is expected that the ponton bridges will be used to carry light tanks from 
shore to shore of the streams to be bridged, and rehearsals will accordingly be 
made at Ft. Meade by engineers from Ft. Belvoir from 4 to 7 Aug. 

Brig. Gen. Thomas M. Robins will report at the Office Chief of Engineers 
about 15 Aug. as Assistant Chief of Engineers, relieving Brig. Gen. Max C. Tyler 
who will go to Vicksburg, Miss., as president of the Mississippi River Corporation. 

General Robins is now commandant at Ft. Belvoir, Va. Previously he was 
North Pacific Division engineer, and in that capacity exercised general supervision 
over the construction of Bonneville Dam.

Medical Department—A total of 1,980 enlisted men will be added to the Medical 
Department during this fiscal year to care for troops added to the Air Corps, Coast 
Artillery and other services as the result of the Army expansion program. The 
addition will be made in 12 monthly increments, as follows: 

July, 71 men: August, 68 men; September, 69 men; October, 72 men; Novem- 
ber, December and January, SO men each; February, 150; March, 248; April, 284; 
May, 356, and June, 422. 

These increases are in the seventh grade only, and are intended to keep pace 
with the increases which will be carried out about the same time in the Air Corps 
and Coast Artillery. 

The majority of the promotions in the first four enlisted grades will be made 
about March 1940. Some few may have to be made in advance to supply properly 
those Air Corps posts which will be immediately built up. The exact number of 
promotions to be made in each grade has not been determined but they will 
be in the present proportions in the Medical Department. 

Col. EK. R. Gentry, chief of the professional service division, oflice of Surgeon 
General, left Monday for Ft. Jay, N. Y., where he will report as chief of the medical 
service. He will be succeeded here by Col. Clark C, Hillman, who will arrive about 
8 Aug. from Letterman General Hospital where he was chief of the medical service, 

Lt. Col. John R. Hall has reported for duty in the hospital subdivision, plans 
and training division, office of The Surgeon General, from the Seventh Corps Area 
where he served as assistant to the Corps Area Surgeon. Col. Hall will be in 
charge of the hospital subdivision upon the expiration next month of the Wash- 
ington tour of duty of Col. C. M. Walson. 


Bureau of Supplies and Accounts Despite objections from the Navy Department, 
the Comptroller General is insisting that in the preparation of vouchers for payment 
of cost of transportation, the payee state the location on date of receipt of orders of 
each dependent for whose transportation payment is made. In April the Chief of the 
Audit Division of the General Accounting office wrote the Department asking that 
such information be given on travel vouchers. In May the Secretary of the Navy 
wrote back to the Comptroller General stating that “compliance with such request 
would involve a radical departure from present procedure in the administration of 
transportation of dependents, as now provided in the U. S. Navy Travel Instructions. 
For this reason the Navy Department requests to be further advised as to whether 
or not it is the desire of the Comptroller General of the United States that the 
radical change in administrative procedure called for be adopted by the Navy Depart- 
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ment.” Assistant Comptroller General Elliott, in replying to this letter, pointed 
out that the statute authorizing transportation for dependents authorizes such 
transportation from the place where the dependents are when the orders are 
received to the new station, not to exceed the distance from the old to the 
new station. The Army Regulations require a showing as to “location of all 
dependents when change of station orders were received,” Mr. Elliott cited, while 
Navy Travel Instructions, when travel is by automobile or other than common 
carrier, requires, “(a) A certificate showing means of conveyance. (b) A certificate 
showing time of departure from old station and time of arrival at new station.” “To 
add to these instructions,” the Comptroller said, “a requirement to show location 
of dependents similar to that contained in the Army Regulations would not seem to 
involve a ‘radical departure from present procedure’ and as the information is essen- 
tial to a proper audit of vouchers covering payment of the monetary allowances in 
lieu of transportation in kind of dependents, it will be appreciated if appropriate 
instructions may be issued directing the inclusion of the information on the voucher.” 

Among the larger contracts awarded this week by the Navy Department's Bureau 
of Supplies and Accounts was one in the amount of $1,786,860 with Grumman Aircraft 
Engineering Corp., Bethpage, L. 1., N. Y., for airplanes and spare parts. The bureau 
also awarded several contracts for steel of various kinds, the largest being for 
$488,610 and another being for $377,400. 


Army General Officers—1n the appointment of six generals of the line this week, it 
appears that the age policies inaugurated early in the tour of General Malin Craig 
as chief of staff of the Army are being carried forward in the regime of Brig. Gen. 
George C. Marshall. In recommending the promotion of Brigadier Generals Kenyon 
A. Joyce and George Grunert, Secretary Woodring selected officers who have more 
than the two and a half year minimum to serve in the grade of major general. As 
a matter of fact, General Joyce has more than four years and General Grunert has 
more than five years to serve before reaching the statutory retirement age. In 
seniority they follow directly after Brig. Gen. George C. Marshall, who was the last 
officer nominated to be major general. Both of the two new major generals entered the 
commissioned ranks after service as enlisted men, both were former cavalrymen and 
both were graduated from Leavenworth and the War College. 


In the nomination of the four colonels to be brigadier generals, the policy of 
selecting men who have at least six years to serve was carried out. As a matter 
of fact each of the four has at least cight years left to serve on the active list, for 
Colonels Joseph W. Stilwell, Sherman Miles, and Bruce Magruder are only 56 years 
old, and Col. Lioyd B. Fredenhall is only 55 years old. As to their seniority on the 
list of promotion list colonels, two are senior and two junior to the last previous 
appointee, Brig. Gen. Frank M. Andrews, the last one elevated to that rank, was 
number 339 on the list of colonels. Colonels Stilwell and Miles are number 235 and 
311, respectively, while Colonels Magruder and Fredendall are numbers 357 and 3638. 
Colonels Stilwell and Miles came into the service via the Military Academy, Colonel 
Magruder was first an officer in the National Guard, then served as an enlisted man 
in the Regular Army before winning his commission, Colonel Fredendall was ap- 
pointed from civil life, but had had prior service at the Military Academy. Three of 
the new brigadier generals were commissioned in and have served continuously in 
the Infantry—Stilwell, Magruder and Fredendall. The other, Miles, has served most 
of his career in the Field Artillery, but he was originally commissioned in the 
Cavalry, transferring later to the Field Artillery, then to the Coast Artillery, and 
finally back to the Field Artillery. All four are graduates of the Command and 
General Staff School, and two, Colonels Miles and Fredendall, are also graduates 
of the Army War College. 


The “Hatch” Bill and the Service—President Roosevelt, in his message to Congress 
explaining his understanding of the Hatch bill as he signed it, points out that 
veterans or retired personnel do not come under the scope of the measure, “I have 
been asked,” he states, “if the bill applies to veterans—Civil War, Indian Wars, the 
War with Spain, the World War—tretired officers and men of the Army, Navy, and 
Marine Corps who, though not government employees are receiving benefits or pen- 
sions of one kind or another. The answer is, of course, ‘no.’” By thus specifically 
mentioning the exclusion of retired personnel from the provisions it would appear 
that officers and enlisted men of the active list are Included within the scope of the 
measure. Practically, it should have virtually no effect, however, for certainly officers 
and enlisted men of the services do not engage in the “pernicious political activities” 
mentioned in the tithe of the measure, As to the right of the service personnel to 
vote, depending on the laws of the state in which they maintain residence, there 
should be no question. As a matter of fact, President Roosevelt points out that the 
law “cannot properly exclude government employees from the exercise of the right of 
free speech or from their right to exercise their franchise.” Thus service personnel 
can, and should, exercise their right to vote in national and local elections. 


General May Enter Polities—A forecast that Brig. Gen, Edwin M. Watson, USA, 
military aide and Secretary to the President, may retire and enter polities in Vir- 
ginia is implied in an article written by Presidential Secretary Stephen Early for 
the anniversary edition of the Martinsville (Va.) Daily Bulletin, Init, Mr. Karly says 
that “other fields beckon” to General Watson, and that “mayhap he will bob up in the 
polities of the Old Dominion.” It will be recalled that when General Watson was 
nominated to his present rank last Mareh the White House first announced that 
he would retire immediately after his promotion and be appointed secretary to the 
President. Later it was discovered that existing law stipulates that general officers 
can not be retired, except for physical disability or age, until they serve at least one 
year in grade. Therefore, General Watson is required to remain on the active list 
until 31 May 1940. President Roosevelt, in his statement on the Hatch bill this week, 
was careful to point out that it does not prohibit political activity by retired army 
officers, Therefore, should General Watson retire next May he will be free to run 
for political office in the Fall elections. He is planning to establish a home at Char- 
lottesville, Va. The term of Senator Byrd expires next year, but it is not known 
whether General Watson plans to enter that race. His residence at Charlottesville 
puts him in the Kighth Congressional District, now represented in the House by 
Howard Worth Smith who is serving his fifth term in Congress. 

Mr. Early’s article in the Martinsville Bulletin states: “The fiftieth anniversary 
edition of the Martinsville Daily Bulletin will turn the thoughts of oldsters in the 
community back to those days of the late eighties when the paper made its bow. 
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And some of your veteran readers may remember a sturdy youngster by the name of 
Watson who used to be seen trudging about the streets of Martinsville, bent upon 
the varied activities which would enlist the mind and energies of an active boy. 

“That boy has traveled across the bridge of the years. He has gone places and 
done things. Today he is Brig. Gen. Edwin M. Watson, USA, friend and counselor 
of the President of the United States and discharging all of the manifold responsi- 
bilities which go with the dual office of secretary and military aide. 

“But the shoulders of the soldier-secretary to the President are broad and the 
heavy load they are capable of bearing lightens by that amount the task of the 
Chief Executive of the Nation. With the strength of a giant and a capacity for 
work which goes with it, General Watson (‘Pa’ to his friends) goes about his civilian 
tasks with the same calm determination which won him about all the honors the 
French and American governments had to bestow for brilliant work as a field artillery 
officer in France in the stirring days of 1918, 

“So you see the Martinsville boy of the eighties has had a versatile career to 
date and is still going strong. Other fields beckon him. Keep an eye on him. Mayhap 
he will bob up in the politics of the Old Dominion.” 


Navy Line Changes—Continuing the changes taking place among high-ranking Naval 
officers, and preceding by one day the change of chiefs of Naval Operations 1 Aug., 
was the replacement of Rear Adm. Arthur P. Fairfield as assistant chief of Naval 
Operations by Rear Adm. Robert L. Ghormley. 

Admiral Fairfield will go on sea duty, reporting 19 Aug. at San Pedro, Calif., for 
duty as commander of battleship division three, Battle Force, aboard the flagship 
USS Idaho, 

Admiral Ghormley was director of the War Plans Division and was suceeded in 
that duty by Capt. Russell 8. Crenshaw, of that division. 


Bureau of Yards and Docks—The following contracts were awarded this week by 
the Navy Department’s Bureau of Yards and Docks: Replacement of Gambo Creek 
Bridge, at the Dahlgren Naval Proving Ground, Va., $50,721; modernization of the 
fire alarm system at the Portsmouth, N. H., Navy Yard, $11,761.73; repairs to main 
entrance lobby, building No. 1, Philadelphia Naval Hospital, $1,484.13, and weather 
stripping windows in building No. 12, Philadelphia Navy Yard, $277. 


Army Air Corps—Col. H. H. C. Richards, chief of the information division of the 
Army Air Corps for the past 34% years, will go on leave Monday, 7 Aug., preparatory 
to sailing 12 Sept. on the USAT Grant for the Philippines where he will be senior air 
officer. Colonel Richards’ post in the islands has not yet been determined. 

Colonel Richards will be succeeded as chief of the information division by Maj. 
Edward E. Hildreth who has been in the division several weeks and who served a 
tour of duty there from June 1931 to June 1935. Major Hildreth will be assisted by 
Maj. Arthur E. Ennis who has also served a tour of duty here, Capt. Thomas D. 
White in the intelligence division and Capt, Haywood 8S. Hansell, jr. 


Lieutenant Generaley for Army Commanders—Passage this week of the bill creat- 
ing the temporary rank of lieutenant general for the commanders of the four Armies 
marks the reestablishment of that impertant rank in the Army and the initiation 
of a system of selecting the Army commanders rather than their designation by 
seniority as under present regulations. The Navy has four oflicers with the rank of 
admiral, while the Army has only one (chief of staff) with the corresponding rank 
of general in its peace time establishment. Likewise the Navy has a number of vice 
admirals corresponding to the lieutenant generals now being provided for the Army. 
However, the War Department reported adversely on the original bill which would 
have made all corps area and department commanders lieutenant generals, stating 
that at this time it desired the advance rank only for the Army commanders, 

It is fitting that the measure becomes law at this time, for doubtless one of the 
first to be given the new rank will be Maj. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, USA, who is com- 
manding the First Army in the most extensive field exercises yet conducted, The 
importance and responsibility of the task looms large in our scheme of National De- 
fense, for the First Army is the protective force for the most concentrated and 
important production and industrial area in the country. The plans which General 
Drum is working out and which he will proof-test in the forthcoming maneuvers will 
have a large bearing on the shaping of the training and organization during coming 
years. Also because of the eminent professional qualifications of General Drum, the 
service and the country will welcome his elevation. 


British Submarine Device—Great Britain has a secret device for locating subma- 
rines, Lord Stanhope, first lord of the admiralty, told the House of Lords this week. 
Stating that other countries were aware of the device, Lord Stanhope said, “I do 
not think they have got this apparatus, or anything like it.” 

The admiralty head reminded the Lords that when Great Britain declared 
that if submarine attacks in the Mediterranean did not stop it would be justified in 
Sinking any submarines in that area, the submarine attacks stopped immediately. 

Navy officers here would not comment on this nation’s submarine detection de- 
vices, stating that all information on them is: highly restricted. However, it is known 
that great advances have been made over the listening devices employed during the 
World War, but that human listeners are still employed. 

During the war, our submarine patrol boats in the Adriatic and other localities 
employed a trained operator who operated a pair of listening devices so that he 
obtained a fair idea, from the sound of a submarine’s motors, where she was and 
how far away. The better trained men became pretty accurate at this work, and two 
or three listeners, working from as many vessels, by comparing results, could plot 
a bearing on the hidden vessel and shape their own vessels’ course to converge 
upon her. Several subs were located and sunk this way since the “splinter fleet” 
boats were faster than their prey. 


May Raise Squalus Soon—Although it had originally been stated by Navy officers 
that an attempt to raise the submarine Squalus, sunk since 28 May in 240 feet of 
water off Portsmouth, N. H., might be made by the end of this week, salvagers work- 
ing on the craft now are reported to feel that everything will be in readiness for the 
lift within a week or ten days. 

Divers are still descending to the vessel daily, rearranging pontoons and straight- 
ening lines, in order that there may be no slip up when the raising is attempted. 
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The first try at lifting the submersible 13 July failed when the excess buoyancy re- 
quired to blast her free of the mud in which she was buried caused her to shoot to 
the surface, break free of the pontoons, and sink again. 

But on the second sinking she was not so deeply buried in the muck and is now 
resting on a practically even keel, so with this circumstance and the fact that much 
experience has been gained by the salvaging crews, the greatest optimism prevails for 
the success of the second attempt. 

After the lift is made in three stages, and the Squalus is finally brought to the 
surface, she will be towed to Portsmouth, the bodies of the 26 dead within her 
removed and the inquiry into the cause of her sinking continued. About a month is 
expected to be required to take the Squalus to Portsmouth after the first lift is made. 


Army Chaplains’ Corps—In the hubbub of intensive training and mock battles of 
the First Army field maneuvers, the social and spiritual welfare of the 52,000 par- 
ticipating troops will not be forgotten. With the troops soon to be on the march 
to the Plattsburg area, Lt. Col. J. Burt Webster, chaplain of the Second Corps Area, 
has announced a program to fill this need. Sixty chaplains of the Regular Army, 
National Guard and Officers’ Reserve Corps will be on active duty from 13 to 27 
August, when the biggest maneuvers in the nation’s peacetime history will be held, 

Chaplain Webster has made extensive arrangements with the twenty-five churches 
of various denominations that are in the maneuver area so that the men may attend 
the church nearest to their particular camp. These arrangements have been made 
through the cooperation of the Rev. John M. Bellamy, of St. Mary’s Roman Catholic 
Church. Father Bellamy is a major in the Officers’ Reserve Corps and will serve as 
Chaplain Webster's assistant during the maneuvers. 


Cavalry—Research is being made by various agencies at the disposal of the War 
Department to develop a method of treating horseshoes with some form of very hard 
material which will prevent slipping and, at the same time, increase the wearing 
qualities on hard surfaced roads. Borium, which is a trade name for a form of tung- 
sten carbide, has been found satisfactory. It is a very hard material composed of 
loose, sharp-edged crystals inclosed in a soft metal tube which acts as a_ bond. 
Limited experience indicates that crystals found in the Electric Tube Borium are 
much finer and therefore offer much less security from slipping than is the case 
with the Acetylene Tube Borium in which the crystals are coarse, rough, take hold 
much better on any hard surfaced road, and wear much longer. Also, the equipment 
necessary for the electric are welding process is considerably more expensive than 
that for the acetylene welding process and requires a highly skilled mechanic to 
perfect the proper electric welding, whereas the ordinary mechanie with a little 
experience can apply the borium successfully with the acetylene welding equipment. 

When applied to the bottom surface of a horseshoe, the borium itself does not 
fuse, but when bonded in the soft metal which is welded to the shoe, forms hard 
projections which remain sharp and will bury in any pavement. Shoes so treated 
will thus effectively prevent slipping on conerete, macadam, brick, or other hard 
surfaced roads or streets. Due to their hardness, borium crystals when applied to a 
horseshoe also improves its wearing qualities, in some cases prolonging its usable 
life by two to three times that of an untreated shoe. 








Admiral Leahy’s Report 
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ing for all units of the Organized Reserve 
were carried out in accordance with appro- 
priations made available by Congress for this 
purpose, 

“Ninety-seven divisions of the Organized 
Reserve were cruised in vessels of the Navy 
in regular commission. Fifty-two divisions, 
comprising the Ninth District Reserve, were 
cruised in vessels of the Great Lakes Train- 
ing Squadron. 

“All divisions of the Organized Reserve, 
including those of the Ninth District, fired 
the new practice in accordance with “Gunnery 
Exercises for the Naval Reserve and Naval 
R.O.T.C., 19388. The results were excellent 
and it is considered that this practice is a 
forward step in the development of the gun- 
nery efliciency of the Reserve. In the case 
of the Ninth District, all guns’ crews fired 
aboard the Wilmette. However, arrange- 
ments have now been completed whereby 
three vessels of the Great Lakes Training 
Squadron will participate in the firing of 
target practice during the fiscal year 1941. 

“The establishment of a training detach- 
ment of three destroyers for the exclusive 
purpose of training West Coast Naval Reserve 
units has been approved for inclusion in the 
Operating Force Plan for the fiscal year 1941. 

“The policy of replacing the obsolete ves- 
sels of the Great Lakes Training Squadron 
has been initiated by the designation of the 
Sacramento as relief for the Hawk. 

“The Naval Reserve Armory = situation 
which has been unsatisfactory was materially 
improved during the year by the acquisition 
of title by the Navy to buildings at Portland, 
Maine, and Lynn, Massachusetts, through 
transfer from other Government departments. 
The Navy Department expects to acquire title 
to new armories at Los Angeles, Calif., and 
Seattle. Wash. The policy with respect to 
Naval Reserve Armories is to favor any plan 
which will provide improved armory facili- 
ties for the Naval Reserve and Marine Corps 
Reserve without disproportionate detriment 
to other projects. 

“Drills and training duty for the Aviation 
Reserve were carried out at the various Na- 
val Reserve Aviation Bases and involved 
ground instruction and a prescribed syllabus 
of squadron and other flying. No units of the 
Aviation Reserve, and no Naval Reserve Avia- 
tion Bases were established, abolished or re- 
moved to other locations. The squadron has 
superseded the division as the basie unit of 





organization of the aviation component of the 
Organized Reserve. This parallels the Regnu- 
lar Navy organization and will greatly facili- 
tate administration. The Naval Aviation Re- 
serve Act amending the Naval Reserve Avia- 
tion Cadet Act of 15 April 1935 was enacted 
13 June 1939, and becomes effective 1 July 
1930. This Act will give Naval Reserve Offi- 
cer status to graduates of Pensacola and will 
affect naval service duty requirements of 
these graduates. 

“The program of cruising Merchant Marine 
Reserve personnel in commissioned vessels of 
the Navy initiated during the fiseal year 
1938, was continued with satisfactory results. 

“Warrants to fly the Merchant Marine Re 
serve Flag are now assigned to 230 vessels 
which are qualified under the provisions of 
the Naval Reserve Law. Six yachts, certified 
as suitable as naval auxiliaries in time of 
war have been authorized to fly the Naval 
Reserve Yacht Pennant.” 

Shore Radio Stations 

“Thirty-six naval radio traffic stations 
have been in active commission during the 
past fiscal year. Five such stations have been 
maintained in an inactive status. Thirteen 
United States missions abroad have main 
tained radio receiving sets for the purpose of 
copying the State Department bulletins broad 
east daily from the Naval Radio Stations at 
Washington and Cavite.” 

Fleet Communications (Radio) 

“A high standard of fleet communications 
has been maintained with emphasis on the 
military phases of communications. The sta 
tus of radio material in the Fleet has im- 
proved. New ships have been equipped with 
modern and excellent radio installations. 
Modernization of the radio equipment on 
older ships has progressed according to plans. 
The number of officers experienced in com 
munications has been augmented by those 
completing technical and practical courses of 
instruction at the Postgraduate School. The 
total number of radiomen in the Service was 
increased by 206, during the fiscal year.

ENNSYLVANIA, Ohio and Kentucky, 

the three states to which the 22nd 
Cavalry Division is assigned, have agreed 
upon an allocation of the unassigned units 
of that division and have made applica- 
tion to have activated the two units nec- 
essary to give them 51 per cent active 
units. 

This will entitle the division to have a 
commanding general and staff. 

The three states have further agreed, 
and the National Guard Bureau has ap- 
proved, an allocation of the positions of 
the commanding general and staff, which 
will give Pennsylvania the general. 

It is probable that Brig. Gen. Edward 
J. Stackpole, jr., commander of the 52nd 
brigade, will be named major general 
commanding the division. 

Besides the allocation of the command- 

ing general to Pennsylvania, the following 
yon agreements were reached at a con- 
ference here 14 July, attended by Repre- 
sentatives of the three States: 

Pennsylvania will activate the division 
headquarters troop, which had already been 
assigned to it, but never organized. 

Kentucky will make application to organize 
Troop A, 122nd Quartermaster Squadron, This 
squadron had been inactive and held in the 
National Guard Bureau, but it was decided to 
give the squadron, less Troop A, to Pennsyl- 
vania, and Troop A to Kentucky. 

The division headquarters detachment, held 
in the bureau, will be allocated to Pennsyl- 
vania, but not now activated. The 126th 
Ordnance Company, inactive but assigned to 
Kentucky, will be assigned to Ohio. The Light 
Tank Company, held in bureau, will be allo 
cated to Ohio. The Medical Department De 
tachment, held in bureau, will be allocated to 
Pennsylvania. 

The 126th Engineer Squadron, inactive and 
formerly assigned to Pennsylvania, will go to 
Kentucky. 

The 122nd Medical Squadron, less Troop A 
(Collecting), which is now organized in Ohio, 
and Troop € (Veterinary), which is now or 
ganized in Pennsylvania, will be allocated to 
Pennsylvania. The inactive units of this 
squadron are now allocated to the Sth Corps 
Area at large. 

Four members of the commanding gen- 
eral’s staff occupy that position by virtue 
of their commanding certain units. Where 
these units are not organized, the officers 
are nevertheless appointed when the staff 
is formed and come from the States where 
their units will eventually be located. A¢ 
cordingly, the artillery officer will be ap- 
pointed from Pennsylvania when the staff 
is formed, the engineer officer from Ken 
tucky, the Quartermaster from Pennsyl- 
vania, and the surgeon from Pennsy! 
vania. 

Regular staff positions will be allocated 
as follows: 

Pennsylvania commanding general, 
chief of staff, G-1, G-3, Signal officer, 
aides. 

Ohio—G-2, assistant G-3, judge advo 
cute, 

Kentucky—G-4, adjutant general, in- 
spector general, ordnance officer. 

These positions follow the new tables 
of organization which have already been 
ordered for the 24th Cavalry Division 
the only cavalry division which at present 
has a commanding general and staff. 

0 

The Secretary of War 3 Aug. ordered 
organization of the 153rd Observation 
Squadron in Mississippi. Organization of 
this unit, the first to be formed under the 
fourth National Guard increment, and 
one of two observation squadrons to be 
formed under the increment, will be un- 
dertaken at once, 

The second squadron has not yet been 
allocated. 

Both new squadrons will be corps 
troops. The present 18 observation squad 
rons are also corps troops, but are at- 
tached one to each division for adminis 
trative purposes. 

Formation of the unit will mean for 
Mississippi, which now has no aviation 
unit, 14 planes, 33 officers and 94 men. 

Also out of the fourth increment will 
come troops to fill up the two regiments 
formed out of the old 122nd Infantry, 
Georgia National Guard, and the two 
Coast Artillery batteries to be organized 
in Florida to replace the independent 
battalion lost in Georgia by the splitting 
of the 122nd. 

Other units have not yet been decided 





upon, and will probably not be organized 
until the last quarter of this fiscal year. 
It is significant that no number of troops 
is specified in the authorization for the 
fourth National Guard increment, appro- 
priations being the only limiting factor. 
Kach of the other three increments was 
for 5,000 officers and men each, bringing 
the guard to its present authorized 
strength of 205,000. 


198th CA Field Training 


Bethany Beach, Del.—The 198th Coast 
Artillery (anti-aircraft), undergoing its 
annual training at the Weller EK. Stover 
Camp near Bethany Beach, Delaware, is 
impressing observers with its smartness. 
The Regiment is fortunate in having a 
number of officers of long and eflicient 
service, Federal and National Guard. As 
an indication of the fitness of the com- 
missioned personnel of the Regiment, 
the record of Colonel Schulz is interest- 
ins. He enlisted as a private of Infantry, 
was promptly made a Corporal, engaged 
in Federal service when the National 
Guard was mobilized on the Mexican 
Border and promoted to Sergeant and 
Ist Sergeant. He attended an Officers’ 
Training Camp from which he was com- 
missioned as a Ist Lieutenant and with 
the Delaware Pioneer Regiment sailed 
for France.

Six 
months later he obtained his majority, 
in 1925 his Lieutenant Coloneley and in 
1982 he reached his present rank of 
Colonel. He and Lt. Col. Duncan are 
close friends and comrades in service, 
especially during the World War, Col. 
Duncan also having been an oflicer of the 
Delaware Pioneer Regiment. Other offi 
cers of the command likewise have had 
long National Guard service. 

The result of the presence of experi 
enced officers with the Command is a 
well drilled and disciplined organization 
of which the State of Delaware is proud, 
Made up of one searchlight battery, 
three batteries of 3-inch anti-aircraft 
guns and three machine gun batteries, 
plus the headquarters and service bat 
tery, the command at review marches 
with the orderliness of veterans. In 1034 
it won the Coust Artillery Association 
trophy which, a counterpart of the Knox 
trophy, designated it as the most efficient 
Coast Artillery Regiment (both Harbor 
Defense and anti-aircraft) of the Na 
tional Guard, 

The Regiment will be inspected by the 
Governor of the State 12 August, and 
at that ceremony a review will be given 
in honor of Brig. Gen. Weller FE. Stover, 
Adjutant General, who is due for re- 
tirement.

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Adm. Stark Relieves Adm. Leahy 


No abrupt changes in naval policy were 
promised 1 Aug. by Adm. Harold R, Stark 
as he assumed command of the Navy as 
Chief of Naval Operations. 


Stating that he would take up where 
Adm. William D. Leahy, retiring chief of 
Naval Operations, left off, Admiral Stark 
said that there “certainly won't be any- 
thing abrupt.” 

Admiral Stark took oath of office as 
Chief of Naval Operations, administered 
by Rear Adm. Walter B. Woodson, Judge 
Advocate General, before Acting Secre- 
tary of the Navy Edison and chiefs of 
bureaus and offices who crowded Mr. Edi- 
son’s office. 

Admiral Leahy retired from active 
duty 1 Aug. at his own request, with the 
approval of the President. He is retired 
with rank, pay and allowances of ad- 
miral, as authorized by the act of 22 June 
1938. He received the Distinguished Ser- 
vice Medal at the hands of President 
Roosevelt on 28 July. 

Congratulating him upon his service to 
the nation, Acting Secretary Edison said: 

“Your career in the active naval service 
extending over a period of forty-six years 
has included many activities within the 
varied scope of the naval profession. You 
have seen active service in two wars, and 
have been awarded the Navy Cross and 
also a special letter of commendation 
from the War Department for exception- 
ally meritorious service during the 
World War. You have represented the 
government on diplomatic commissions, 
and have served on vessels of the ‘Old 
Navy’ as well as the latest of the ‘New 
Navy.’ Your sea service terminated as 
Commander Battle Force, U. 8. Fleet, and 
from that command you were selected for 
the highest post in the Navy, that of 
Chief of Naval Operations. 

“Your conduct as Chief of Naval Op- 
erations has been marked by sound and 
original thinking, as well as vigorous ac- 
tion and has greatly contributed to the 
welfare of the service. 

“These and all the other duties which 
have been assigned to you have been dis- 
charged competently, ably, and to the 
fullest satisfaction of the government. 
The department regrets your retirement 
from active service and takes this ocea- 
sion to express its appreciation of the 
long and distinguished service which you 
have rendered to our Nation, and wishes 
you many years of health and happiness. 

“I desire also to express to you my ap- 
preciation of your loyalty and the 
pleasure of our service together.” 

Admiral Leahy later told reporters that 
he was going to Puerto Rico “with a per- 
fectly open mind,” intending to spend a 
month here learning from various govern- 
ment departments the civil problems of 
Puerto Rico, and spending some time 
after his arrival in San Juan 11 Sept., in 
acquainting himself with affairs at first 
hand. He stated that, as a civil officer, 
he would not be involved with the mili- 
tary and naval work to be undertaken in 
the island, but would give such coopera- 
tion as the civil authorities could extend. 

Wage and hour acts, the sugar quota 
and the coastwise laws were termed by 
Admiral Leahy as problems of Puerto 
Rico which require the attention of Con- 
gress here. 

Admiral Stark told reporters that no 
changes in the size of the Asiatic Fleet 
were contemplated by the Navy. He de- 
clined to comment on next year’s fleet 
problem, stating that conditions might 
change and so affect the nature of the 
maneuvers. The new chief also said that 
he did not expect to go to Alaska if Presi- 
dent Roosevelt makes his projected trip. 

Admiral William D. Leahy 

Admiral Leahy was born in Hampton, 
Iowa, 6 May 1875 and was appointed to the 
Naval Academy in 1893 from Wisconsin. Upon 
graduation in 1897 he joined the battleship 
Oregon in the Pacific and served on that ves- 
sel at the battle of Santiago de Cuba and 
during the remainder of the Spanish Ameri- 
can War. 

He was assigned to the Asiatic Station in 
1899, where during the Philippine Insurrec- 
tion and the Boxer uprising in China he saw 
active war service in the USS Castine, and 
USS Glacier, and in command of the gunboat 
Mariveles; returning to America in 1902, 

In June 1904 he was transferred to the USS 
Boston which was stationed at Panama dur- 
ing an early period in the construction of the 





Canal. During this cruise Lieutenant Leahy 
survived an attack of yellow fever. 

In April 1907, he reported at the Naval 
Academy as instructor in the Department of 
Physics and Chemistry. In September 1909, 
he was assigned to duty as navigator of the 
armored cruiser California, and in April 1911 
was appointed Fleet Ordnance Officer of the 
Pacific Fleet. During the American occupa- 
tion in Nicaragua in 1912 he was Chief of 
Staff of the Naval Forces in Nicaragua. 

In September 1915 he assumed command of 
the despatch gunboat Dolphin which cruised 
in the West Indies in search of German sup- 
ply vessels during the early months of Amer 
ican participation in the World War. 

In 1917 he was ordered to the battleship 
Nevada of the Atlantic Fleet as executive of 
ficer and in April 1918, he placed in commis- 
sion and assumed command of the USS Prin- 
cess Matoika, formerly the Princess Alice of 
the North German Lloyd, employed in trans- 
porting troops to France. He was awarded 
the Navy Cross with the following citation: 
“For distinguished service in the line of his 
profession as Commanding Officer of the USS 
Princess Matoika, engaged in the’ im- 
portant, exacting and hazardous duty of 
transporting and escorting troops and sup- 
plies to European ports through waters in- 
fested with enemy submarines and mines.” 
He also was awarded a special letter of com- 
mendation by the War Department for this 
service, 

From June 1918, until February 1921, he 
served as Director of Gunnery Exercises and 
Engineering Performances in the Navy De- 
partment and had additional duty as the 
senior member of a board to recommend a 
policy for fire control in all classes of ships. 
He was ordered to the Naval Detachment in 
Turkish waters in April 1921, and given com- 
mand of the flagship, the cruiser St. Louis, 
with the duty of protecting Americans and 
American interests in Turkish waters and the 
Black Sea during the war between Turkey 
and Greece, In December of that year he was 
transferred to command Mine Squadron One 
of the Atlantic Fleet, with command of the 
flagship of that squadron, and in 1922 he was 
given additional duty as Commander, Control 
Force, He was on duty in the Bureau of 
Navigation from 3 July 1923 until 31 May 
1926, as director in charge of the Officer Per- 
sonnel Division, 

Admiral Leahy commanded the Battleship 
New Mexico in the Pacific from June 1926 
until October 1927, when he was appointed 
Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, with rank 
of rear admiral. Upon completion of that duty 
he was in June 1931 assigned to command 
the destroyers of the United States Fleet, 
with additional duty as Commander, Destroy- 
ers, Scouting Force. In May, 1933, he was ap- 
pointed member of a board on the reorgani- 
zation of the Navy Department and the amal- 
gamation of the Line of the Navy, of which 
Assistant Secretary H. L. Roosevelt was 
president. 

In June 1933 he was appointed Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation. In July 1935 he 
reported for duty in the Fleet as Commander 
Battleships, Battle Force, with rank of vice 
admiral. In 1936 he was appointed Comman- 
der of the Battle Force, with rank of Admiral. 

He took oath of office as Chief of Naval Op- 
erations on 2 Jan, 1937. 

Admiral Leahy has received the following 
decorations: Navy Cross, Sampson Medal, 
Spanish Campaign Medal, Philippine Cam- 
paign Medal, Nicaraguan Campaign Medal 
(1912), Mexican Service Medal, Dominican 
Campaign Medal, Victory Medal (Overseas 
Clasp), Expert Rifleman’s Medal, Commander 
of the Military Order of Avis (Portugal). 


Admiral Harold R. Stark 


Admiral Stark was born in Wilkes-Barre, 
Pa., 12 Nov. 1880, and was appointed to the 
Naval Academy in 1899 from Pennsylvania. 
He was commissioned ensign in 1905 and re- 
ceived orders to command the destroyer 
Porter in 1909, subsequently commanding 
USS Stringham, USS Lamson, and USS Pat- 
terson in the grades of lieutenant (junior 
grade) and lieutenant. 

From 1915 to 1917 he was on duty at the 
Naval Torpedo Station, Newport, R. I. In 
June 1917, he was ordered in command of the 
Torpedo Flotilla, Asiatic Fleet. He was 
awarded the Distinguished Service Medal with 
the citation: “For exceptionally meritorious 
service” during the World War, “in a duty 
of great responsibility as commander of a 
Squadron of small and old destroyers hur- 
riedly fitted out in the Philippines and des- 
patched to the Mediterranean at a season 
when the southwest monsoon was at its 
height. The trip was successfully made un- 
der Commander Stark’s efficient leadership in 
spite of many difficulties, in a time much 
shorter than had been considered possible, 
and the Squadron arrived in the Mediter- 
ranean in excellent condition in time to take 
an active and efficient part in the antisub- 
marine campaign there, and in the Atlantic. 
For exceptionally meritorious service on the 
Staff of Commander, U. 8S, Naval Forces op- 
erating in European Waters.” He was also 
awarded the decoration of the “Grade of Of- 





ficer of the Crown of Italy” by the Italian 
Government, 

In Oct. 1917, he was ordered to command 
the yacht Nahama on patrol duty, but was 
shortly thereafter assigned to duty on the 
staff of Admiral Sims, the Commander of the 
t. S. Naval Forces operating in European 
waters. He remained in this assignment dur 
ing the remainder of the war, and until Jan. 
1919 with additional duties as Recruiting Of- 
ficer, London, England, and Commanding Of- 
ficer of the U. S. Naval Detachment, U. 8. 
Naval Headquarters, London. 

From 1919 until 1926 he served successively 
as executive officer in the USS North Dakota; 
executive officer of the Naval Training Sta- 
tion, Norfolk, Va.; student at the Naval War 
College, Newport, R. I.; executive officer of 
the USS West Virginia, upon her commis- 
sioning; commanding officer, USS Nitro: and 
as Naval Inspector of Ordnance in Charge 
of the Naval Proving Ground, Dahlgren, Va., 
and the Naval Powder Factory, Indianhead, 
Md. During 1928 to 1930 he served as aide 
and later as aide and chief of staff on the 
Staff of the Commander, Destroyer Squad- 
rons, Battle Fleet. In Nov, 1930, he was ap- 
pointed Aide to the Secretary of the Navy, 


Charles Francis Adams, and served in that 
capacity for three years. He was Aide to 
Secretary Swanson from March 1933 until 


Dee. 1933. 

He commanded the USS West Virginia for 
one year until ordered back to Washington 
for duty as Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance 
with the rank of rear admiral from 2 Nov. 
1934. 

Admiral Stark returned to sea duty in Sept. 


1937 as Commander Cruiser Division Three, 
Battle Force, and in May 1938, was given 
command of Cruisers, Battle Force. While 


so serving, he was chosen to succeed Admiral 
William D. Leahy as Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions. 

In addition to the Distinguished Service 
Medal and the Order of the Crown of Italy, 
Admiral Stark is the holder of the Mexican 
Service Medal, and the Victory Medal with 
Destroyers Clasp, World War. 





The Defense Program 
(Continued from First Page) 
time Commission, has launched a 500- 
ship replacement program—50 ships a 
year for 10 years. Sixty-six of these 
vessels have been contracted for; awards 
are now pending on two other types, and 
before the end of the year three luxury 
liners for the trans-Pacific trade will be 
contracted for. They will be the largest 
ships this country has built, larger even 
than the 792-foot America which will be 
launched 31 Aug. for service to Europe. 
But not too large. The stories of the 
troop carrying capacity of the Leviathan 
neglected to state that the monster un- 
loaded in France by lighter from mid- 
channel. We were proud of the Leviathan 
because we had nothing much else of 
which to be proud. 

For transports we want ships whose 
anchorages the world ‘round are not 
limited to a number one can count on 
one’s fingers. 

Each of the new vessels the commission 
is building must prove its adaptability 
for use in war. Each ship’s plans must 
be approved by the Navy Department. 
She must be built with decks strong 
enough to enable guns for defense against 
surface, undersea and air craft to be 
mounted. She must, if of a type suita- 
ble for use with the Navy as an auxili- 
ary, have sufficient speed to keep up 
with the Fleet. 

As these ships go into service—and 
several tankers and medium-sized 
freighters are already in use—the older 
ships they replace will be laid up. But 
the government does not intend to en- 
large its laid-up fleet beyond reason. 
There are now 119 ships in that fleet, 
totalling over a million tons. As it is 
added to, it will be carefully surveyed 
and the less desirable ships scrapped, But 
though the building program may not 
thus appreciably increase the total of 
ships, the speed, youth and usefulness 
of the merchant marine will be greatly 
improved. 

The laid-up fleet, it must be empha- 
sized, is not instantly available for use. 
Extensive overhauls will be necessary, 
taking time and costing money—about 
$75.000 to $100,000 per ship. 

To summarize: Should war come, this 
nation will need a large merchant fleet, 
with a reserve of vessels, together with 
emergency construction facilities, in 
order to replace casualties. It will need 
vessels suitable for use with the Navy 





and as transports. It will need guns on 
every ship, and an armed guard on every 
vessel much larger than required in the 
World War, when the air wus no threat, 
the surface raiders few in number, and 
ouly the submersible to be guarded 
against. 

But there must also be coordination 
and administration of ship building, fit- 
ting and operating. This the Maritime 
Commission by its nature is admirably 
fitted te do. It has already much of the 
machinery and legal power to perform 
the four missions it would probably be 
assigned: to supply through requisition 
and new construction vessels to meet the 
military needs of the country; to allocate 
vessels to the tasks for which they are 
best fitted: to control charter and ocean 
freight rates; to command the vessels 
not under the direct control of the Army 
and Navy. 





Equipment to Naval Militia 

As a result of the meeting of the Naval 
Reserve Policy Board in Washington dur- 
ing the week of 13 March, the following 
regulation modifying conditions govern- 
ing loan of federal property to the State 
Naval Militias has been proposed. 

Such vessels, material, armament, equip- 
ment and other facilities of the Navy as are 
or may be made available for the Naval 
Reserve shall also be available in accordance 
with regulations prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy for issue or loan to the 
several States, Territories, or the District 
of Columbia, for the use of the Naval Militia, 
but no such facilities of the Navy shall be 
furnished for use by any portion or unit of 
the Naval Militia unless at least 95 per cen- 
tum of its personnel belongs to the Naval 
Reserve and is attached to or associated with 
an organization of the Organized Reserve 
and unless its organization, administration, 
und training conform to the standards pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of the Navy for 
such units.

In June 1916 he left the Emerson Company 
to establish his own office as an industrial 
engineer with headquarters in Buffalo, N. Y, 

In April 1917 he returned to active duty in 
the Navy and served throughout the World 
War as efficiency engineer in Norfolk Navy 
Yard. Ue terminated his active service in 
110, as a Lieutenant Commander. 

in the fall of 1919 he went to Purdue Uni 
versity, Lakayette, Indiana, and occupied the 
Chair of Industrial Engineering and Manage 
ment from that time until his death, In his 
netive teaching career of 33 years at Cornell, 


Syracuse and Pardue he had as students

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Army Reserve Activities 











Right resolutions were adopted by the 
delegates of the Reserve Officers’ Associa- 
tion of the United States who attended 
the annual convention at Puerto Rico 21 
June. Besides the following resolutions 
outlining objectives of the association, 
the delegates also adopted a resolution 
expressing appreciation for the coopera- 
tion given the association by the War De- 
partment; a resolution commending the 
work of Col. Stephen A. Park, retiring 
president; Lt. Col. William P. Wattles, 
national secretary; Lt. John C. Kelly, 
assistant national secretary, and the other 
members of headquarters’ staff; and a 
resolution thanking all in Puerto Rico 
who helped make the convention a suc- 
cess. 

Objectives of the association were out- 
lined in the following resolutions : 


Resolution No. 1 

Whereas: The primary objective of the 
ROA of the United States has always been 
and should forever be the prompt fulfillment 
of the National Defense Program as con- 
templated in the National Defense Act of 
1920, as amended, and in the Declared Naval 
Policy of the Nation, and as the present un- 
settled conditions of world affairs have made 
such action even more important, this or- 
ganization does again solemnly advocate and 
seek the fulfillment of the above mentioned 
objectives by the following: 

1. A Regular Army and a National Guard 
of a strength in officers and men of appro- 
priate grades and ratings as now provided, 
and for such increase as may be recommended 
by the President, looking toward a balanced 
expansion of our National Defense, 

2. Organized Reserves, including a minimum 
of 120,000 active and available Reserve Offi- 
cers, to be made a truly competent and de- 
pendable component of the Army of the United 
States through the following means: 


a. Annual active status training for 14-day 
periods of all active and eligible officers. 

b. Uniform and other inactive status allow 
ances in accordance with the plan adopted 
by the 16th Annual National Convention, 
Reserve Officers Association of the United 
States, held at Cleveland, Ohio, June 20-22, 
1938, 

e. Annual active duty training of a suffi- 
eclent number of the enlisted reserve corps to 
provide a cadre of qualified key men or spe- 
Clalists required for performing the organi- 
zational, administrative and training fune 
tions incident to mobilization of Reserve units. 

3. Extension of the Reserve Officers Training 
Corps in order to provide for the establish- 
ment of a Junior Unit in every secondary 
school and a Senior Unit in every college or 
university qualifying for such units, to the 
end that a minimum of 8,000 students will 
be graduated annually from the Senior Units 
and become eligible for commissions in the 
Officers Reserve Corps. We also urge that a 
minimum of 1,000 of these and other newly 
commissioned second lieutenants be trained 
for one year with the Regular Army 
(Thomason Act) and that from this group 
10% be selected annually for permanent com- 
missions in the Regular Army; 

4. Expansion of the Citizens’ Military 
Training Camps with training of a minimum 
of 50,000 youths annually; 

5. Support of the annual rifle and pistol 
matches, including adequate assistance to all 
civilian rifle and pistol clubs; 

6. Continued modernization of arms and 

equipment including mechanization aid mo- 
torization; 
7. Necessary improvements in our coast de- 
fenses to insure protection ef our coasts and 
territorial possessions against naval and air 
attack ; 

8 Continuance of program to obtain as 
rapidly as possible a Navy second to none, 
with sufficient officers and men to fully man 
the ships and stations; also a Marine Corps 
and Naval and Marine Corps Reserves in ae- 
cordance with the objectives of the Navy De- 
partment; 

9. Fulfillment, as rapidly as posible, of the 
aviation programs of both the Army ard 
Navy, including airplanes, facilities and 
strength of regular and reserve personael, 


Resolution No. 3 
That the current and continuing efforts 
of the National Organization toward obtain- 
ing just and equitable death and disability 
benefits are hereby approved and the active 
continuance of such efforts is directed. 


Resolution No. 4 
That the War Department be requested to 
issue an appropriate directive authorizing 
Reserve Officers to retain all maps and other 
text material furnished in completing Army 
Extension Courses. 
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Resolution No. 5 
Be it resolved: That this convention ap- 
proves the two bills now before Congress 
regarding uniform allowances sand inactive 
duty status compensation, as amended, and 
directs the continued efforts of the Navional 
Organization toward their passage.

Permit Over-Age Commissions 

The Senate this week passed and sent 
to the President for his signature the 
bill IIR 6925, which provides that Re- 
serve officers now on extended active duty 
with the Army Air Corps may be com- 
missioned as second lieutenants irrespec- 
tive of whether they are over the 30 year 
age limit set for original commissions in 
the Army Expansion Act. 

The text of the bill is as follows : 

That notwithstanding any provision of law 
which prohibits the appointment as a second 
lieutenant in the Air Corps, Regular Army, 
of a person above the age of thirty years, 
any Reserve officer of the Air Corps now on 
extended active duty with the Air Corps who 
on the date of enactment of this Act has 
served not less than a total of two years on 
such extended active duty or on duty as an 
enlisted pilot or both, and who on the date 
of enactment of this Act is over thirty years 
of age by a period not in excess of the total 
such active duty performed by him, and any 
warrant officer and enlisted man now in the 
active service in the Regular Army who is 
a qualified pilot, shall be eligible, if other- 
wise qualified, to be appointed in the fiscal 
year 1940 as a second lieutenant, Air Corps, 
of the Regular Army: Provided, That vacan- 
cies in the Air Corps, Regular Army, which 
are to be filled in the fiscal year 1940 upon 
the basis of competitive examinations held in 
the fiscal year 1940, shall be apportioned to 
applicants under this Act in the ratio that 
the number of such applicants bears to the 
total number of applicants for appointment 
in the Air Corps, Regular Army, under other 
provisions of law: And provided further, 
That applicants for appointment under this 
Act shall be given qualifying examinations 
separate and distinct from those given to 
other applicants for commission. 

In reporting the bill to the Senate, the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee quoted 
the following letter from Secretary of 
War Harry H. Woodring, interposing no 
objection to the passage of the legisla- 
tion. 

“A study has been made of the bill H. R. 
6925 ‘To waive the age limit for appointment 
as second lieutenant, Regular Army, of cer- 
tain persons now on active duty with the 
Air Corps’, which you transmitted to the 
War Department with a request for the 
views of the Department relative thereto. 

“Section 7, Public, No. 18, Seventy-sixth 
Congress, prohibits the appointment as a 





second lieutenant in the Regular Army of a 
person, other than a graduate of the United 
States Military Academy, above the age of 
30 years, 

“The proposed bill would have the effect 
of waiving, for the fiscal year 1940 only, 
the upper age limit for appointment as sec- 
ond lieutenants in the Air Corps of certain 
Reserve officers, now on extended active duty 
with the Army, and warrant officers and en- 
listed men of the Regular Army who are 
qualified pilots. The number to be ap- 
pointed will be in the ratio that the number 
of such applicants bears to the total number 
of applicants under other provisions of law 
and selection will be made through examina- 
tions separate and distinct from those given 
to other applicants for commission. 

“Although generally opposed to preferential 
treatment accorded certain individuals of one 
arm or service and denied those of other 
branches of the Army, the War Department, 
desiring to cooperate to the fullest extent 
consistent with the good of the service 
as a whole, offers no objection to the enact 
ment of the bill TL. R. 6025, 

“No additional costs will result from the 
enactment of this bill. 

“The number of individuals affected by the 
proposed legislation is approximately 80, 

“The Bureau of the Budget advises that 
there is no objection to the submission of 
this report.”

President Vetoes Marker Bill 
President Roosevelt this week vetoed 

IIR 985, the Act which would have au- 
thorized the Secretary of War to pro 
vide bronze markers for the graves of 
military personnel buried in non-govern- 
ment cemeteries. In his veto message, 
Mr. Roosevelt stated that he withheld his 
approval of the measure due to the fact 
that bronze was specified, and declared 
that if the legislation were amended to 
permit the use of any material accepta- 
ble to the Secretary of War he would be 
in favor of it. 

The President’s message states: 

“T return herewith, without my approval, 
Ifouse bill 985, an act to authorize the Seere- 
tary of War to furnish certain markers for 
certain graves. 

“Under existing law, headstones of durable 
stone, in designs approved by the Secretary 
of War, are furnished upon application for 
the graves of men honorably discharged from 
the Army, or who die in military service. The 
War Department furnishes these headstones, 
in American white marble, in four designs, 
three of the upright type and one flat marker 
for use on graves in private cemeteries where 
vertical monumentation is prohibited. 

“This enactment would in no way affect 
the marking of graves in cemeteries under 
the jurisdiction of the Secretary of War. Its 
sole purpose is to enable the Seeretary of 
War to furnish an acceptable marker for use 
in those private cemeteries in’ which the 
stone marker now authorized is not accept- 
able. 

“T recognize fully that new conceptions of 
cemetery design, landscaping, and monu 
mentation have found widespread public 
approval in recent years, and that the mark 
ing of our military graves in the newer 
private cemeteries must conform to the gen- 
eral pattern of their surroundings. I object 
to H. R. 985, however, because it restricts 
to bronze the material which would be au- 
thorized for use in supplementing the pres 
ent prescription of ‘durable stone’. T would 
not object to legislation which would au 
thorize the Secretary of War to furnish, 
upon application, for use on military graves 
in private cemeteries where the stone markers 
are not acceptable, monuments of such de 
sign and material as may be approved by 
him within present unit cost limits.” 

Representative Charles I. Faddis, of 
Pa., has introduced a bill, H. R. 7489, 
which complies with the President’s 
wishes in regard to the composition of the 
markers, 


Pass Flight Corps Bill 

The bill, S. 2225, which would create 
within the Army Air Corps a seperate 
group of officers, to be known as “Flight 
Otlicers” was passed by the Senate this 
week. The bill is designed to afford re- 
lief to those Reserve officers who are on 
extended active duty with the Army Air 
Corps and who are over 30 years of age 
and therefore ineligible for commissions 
in the Regular Army Air Corps. 

It sets up the ranks of junior flight 
officer, flight officer and senior flight 
officer, these ranks to correspond insofar 
as pay and allowances go to second lieu- 
tenant, first lieutenant and captain. To 
be eligible, a Reserve officer must be a 
graduate of the Air Corps Training 
Center, and have a minimum of 1000 
hours as a military pilot. Promotion from 
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junior flight officer to flight officer after 
three years service, to senior flight officer 
10 years service. Constructive service 
would be given to all Reserve officers 
commissioned as flight officers for all time 
served in the Army Air Corps after grad- 
uation from the Training Center, either 
as Reserve officers, warrant officers, fly- 
ing cadets, and enlisted pilots. These offi- 
cers would be placed on a separate pro- 
motion list and the bill provides that not 
to exceed 20 percent of the officer person- 
nel of the Army Air Corps may be made 
up of this group. Flight officers would be 
given the pay of a major, Regular Army 
Air Corps at the end of 17 years’ service, 
but not the rank. No further increase in 
rank and pay would be made, except 
longevity pay. 

In explaining the bill to the Senate, 
Senator Morris Sheppard, Chairman of 
the Military Affairs Committee and spon 
sor of the bill, said: 

“This bill involves no additional cost. It 
makes it possible for Reserve flight officers, 
who are now among the most experienced 
and capable flight officers we have, to con- 
tinue in service under this special rank. They 
take the places of those who would come in 
to fill the required officer personnel without 
increasing the total established number. The 
Federal Government has spent millions of 
dollars in training these officers; and it is 
to the interest of the Government that they 
he retained.” 





Approve Ferguson Promotion 

The Senate this week approved Touse 
Joint Resolution 159, which authorizes 
the appointment of Brig. Gen. Harley B. 
Ferguson, CE, USA, as a major general 
in the United States Army. General Fer- 
vuson is now president of the Mississippi 
River Commission with rank of brigadier 
general. His rank on the regular list of 
the Army is that of colonel. 

Senator William King. of Utah, ob 
jected to passage of the Resolution, but 
following the below quoted debate on the 
floor of the Senate, abated his stand and 
permitted passage of the Resolution on 
the unanimous consent calendar. 

Mr. Sheppard. “During his tenure of office 
as president of the Mississippi River Com- 
mission, General Ferguson rendered dis- 
tinguished service to the United States in 
controlling the floods of the Mississippi 
River. He developed, and over opposition 
and severe criticism executed, his plans for 
construction of cut-offs and straightening 
the long bends in the Mississippi River. The 
execution of his plans has resulted in 
shortening the distance between the mouths 
of the Arkansas River and the Red River by 
approximately 110 miles and has to a con 
siderable extent solved the problem of flood 
control on the lower Mississippi River. 

Your committee is of the opinion that Gen 
eral Ferguson is deserving of appropriate 
recognition for distinguished service to the 
United States as an engineer and believes 
that his appointment as a major general in 
the Army is fully warrented by his service. 

Mr. Miller. “Mr. President, I wish to add 
a word with respect to the work performed 
by General Ferguson. He has saved the 
United States Government countless millions 
of dollars because of the work he has per 
formed. He has made it possible for the Con 
gress to abandon the Eudora floodway, there 
by saving hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
He has done work in my section which is 
second to none so far as the development of 
our country and the actual saving of money 
are concerned. I think General Ferguson 
is richly entitled to the proposed honor.” 

Mr. Clark of Missouri. Mr. President, I 
should like to add to what the Senator from 
Arkansas (Mr. Miller) has said, that I think 
the straightening out of the flood-contrel 
situation on the main stem of the Mississipp! 
River, particularly in the lower region, is 
possibly as great an achievement as has 
been made by any engineer officer of the 
United States Army, or any other engine? 
in the history of the United States. I do 
not believe General Goethals’ work 1! 
Panama, or any other engineering work in 
the history of this country was superior 
the work performed by General Ferguso®, 
or possibly even comparable to the work 
done under his supervision down there, The 
bill provides little enough recognition of the 
work he has done.” 

Mr. King. “Mr. President, because of the 
splendid work which has been done by this 
officer, personally I should like to see some 
measure of compensation accorded him, How 
ever, the War Department makes a very 
strong adverse report. My hesitation 1 
supporting the measure results entirely from 
the position of the War Department. I shall 
not object to the consideration of the joint 
resolution, but I think there is very much 
to support the position of the War Depart- 
ment.”

Age in grade alone is no proper basis 
for elimination. Age, however, should 
have preponderant weight in the promo- 
tion of officers of the line. In the staff 
departments, however, and particularly 
the purely professional departments (e. 
g., the Medical and Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s Department), it is age and the ex- 
perience that goes with it, that makes for 
value. Young doctors and young lawyers 
are worthless without older heads to 
guide them, though they themselves can 
hardly be expected to agree with this 
statement. It is, however, absolutely 
true. 

It is my opinion that present legalized 
methods of attrition, properly adminis- 
tered, would produce results that would 
make unnecessary any new or additional 
methods. Because of the free-masonry 
that exists among officers of the Army 
and impels them instinctively to defend 
each other, however unworthy, present 
legal methods of elimination have proven 
ineffective. So long as elimination of 
officers for inefficiency is left to the deci- 
sion of other officers, they will continue 
to apply the defensive principle—‘“today 
it's you; tomorrow it may be me.” The 
Class B statute should be revised and re- 
written so that its purpose will be ef- 
fected and its results inescapable. With 
the cooperatoin of the Commander-in- 
Chief, that can be accomplished. It can 
be done in no other way.

Klimination at the Top 
Editor, ARMY AND NAvVy JOURNAL: 

Replying to your inquiry of personal 
views, I have long felt dissatisfaction 
with Army promotion. However, on the 
other hand, having gone through the 
War and been wounded in action, I am 
very grateful to be alive and for the 
kind and considerate treatment I have 
had during the years of my service. 

Looking at promotion from the angle 
of a junior officer, I must admit that I 
do not know the problem of my seniors 
in solving this enigma, The only sugges- 
tion [ have on the matter is this. I think 
attrition should begin from the top down 
and not from the bottom up. My service 
has taught me that the best interests of 
the service are served when each man 
ean function in a higher grade. For in- 
stance, a corporal should be able to han- 
die a sergeant’s duties, a sergeant that 
of a lieutenant, a lieutenant that of a 
captain, a captain that of a major, a 
major that of a colonel, and a colonel that 
of a brigadier general. 

As you know, selection of general offi- 
cers is made from the list of colonels, but 
by consulting the Army List and Diree- 
tory, the issue of Oct. 20, 1938, you will 
find many colonels who were commis- 
sioned in that grade during the period 
from 1920 to 1930, both in the line and 
the staff. My thought is this—that each 
officer should go to the grade of colonel, 
if possible, on the basis of seniority, and 
having arrived at the grade of colonel, 
some disinterested board should deter- 
mine in each individual case whether a 
colonel is eligible material for selection 
to the grade of general officer. Each colo- 
nel should be given an ample number of 
years, whatever that number may be, to 
demonstrate his qualifications. After he 
has been in the colonel’s grade say five, 
SIX, Or Seven years, and it has been con- 
clusively proven to the General Staff or 
higher authority that this particular in- 
dividual is not eligible material for a 
general officer, then I think there should 
be some form of compulsory attrition. 

In other words, I think it is very poor 
policy to have a colonel in the Army to- 
day who was made a colonel in 1920 and 
allow him to serve practically twenty 
years in the colonel’s grade when by its 
very nature higher authority has deter- 
mined that he is not proper material for 
selection to a higher grade. Now if colo- 
nels who are in that category could be 
Separated, promotion would be started. 
Undoubtedly it would work individual 
handicaps and heartaches, but I do be- 
— the service would be the better for 

Glancing through the Army List and 
Directory, you will find one officer in the

grade of colonel who was commissioned 
to that grade June 22, 1917. In other 
words, he has served twenty-two years 
in the same grade. 

That is the only equitable thought I 
have on attrition. I do not think the elim- 
ination of a second lieutenant or a first 
lieutenant or a captain would aid the 
general principle, but by having selection 
from the top down, in my humble opinion 
things would be better.

Deadlock on Navy Bill 
Lditor, ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

It seems a crime that the breaking of 
the deadlock between the House and Sen- 
ate conferees on the proposed bill to 
amend the present personnel selection act 
should hinge on the personal interests of 
one man, In order to place back upon the 
active duty list Brig. General Meade, 
USMC, retired, Senator Walsh is willing 
to sacrifice the retention in the Navy of 
some hundreds of officers in the grades of 
Lieut. Comdr. and Commander. Friend- 
ship is a fine thing, but when the official 
position of the Chairman of the Senate 
Naval Affairs Committee is utilized in the 
interests of one man to stand in the way 
of hundreds of others equally deserving of 
consideration, such action is reprehensible 
and not worthy of the high office which 
Senator Walsh fills. 

Admitting that General Meade is a dis- 
tinguished officer and that his “plucking” 
out of the service was on a par with the 
equally disgraceful and discriminatory 
practice of non-selection and subsequent 
retirement of capable and efficient officers 
below the grades of Admiral and General, 
there nevertheless remains the fact that 
General Meade has had the opportunity 
of a career service of over 30 years and 
that he retires on a pension that will keep 
him in comparative luxury for the re- 
mainder of his life. Whereas the Lieut. 
Comdrs. and Commanders who will be 
forced to retire, beginning next 30 June, 
unless the House bill is enacted, will re- 
ceive their discharges in the prime of 
life with no knowledge or experience 
other than Naval, and with retired pay 
unequal to the task of supporting a wife 
and children unless at WPA standards. 
These hundreds would welcome standing 
in General Meade’s shoes, 

Cannot Senator Walsh and General 
Meade renounce their selfishness?

Construction Facilitation Bill 

The Senate this week agreed to a 
louse amendment to the bill S. 2562, 
which provides authority for the Secre 
tary of War to enter the cost-plus-fixed 
fee contracts for construction in Alaska 
and the Canal Zone, and sent the bill to 
the President for his signature. The 
House amendment merely changed the 
Senate wording “outside the continental 
limits of the United States,” to “in Alas 
ka and the Panama Canal Zone,” in de 
fining the scope of the authority for the 
contracts, 
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Reenlistment Allowance 

Up until late yesterday it appeared 
certain that Congress would adjourn 
without enacting any legislation against 
the reenlistment allowance. 

Having already thrown out, by sizeable 
votes, earlier provisions aimed to pre- 
vent the payments, Congress had only the 
Third Deficiency bill to enact as a vehicle 
on which the restriction might be carried. 
This measure, however, was passed by 
the House without carrying the restric- 
tion, and was reported out of the Senate 
Appropriations Committee without the 
ban. Late yesterday afternoon the read- 
ing of the bill had been completed on the 
Senate floor and still no amendment had 
been offered. 

Should the measure be enacted without 
the ban, it is virtually assured that the 
Departments will resume payment of the 
reenlistment allowances and make back 
payments to all men who have reenlisted 
since 30 June 1939. 

During hearings on the Third Deficien- 
ey Bill before the House Appropriations 
Committee, the only mention of the reen- 
listment allowance was made when Rep- 
resentative Clifton A. Woodrum, of Va., 
broached the question with Capt. John B. 
Ewald, USN, of the Bureau of Supplies 
and Accounts. The following testimony 
was given: 

Mr. Woodrum. Do you have authority un 
der the law to pay the reenlistment gratuity 
as a deficiency item? 

Captain Ewald, Yes, sir. We have asked 
for a deficiency estimate, but the Budget 
Bureau did not give it to us, 

Mr, Woodrum. Why did they not give it to 
you? 

Captain Ewald. For the past several years, 
the payment of the reenlistment gratuity has 
been specifically suspended, It was held up 
possibly contingent upon similar action this 
year. 

Mr. Woodrum. Which so far has not mate 
rialized, 

Captain Ewald. No, sir; not so far as I 
have been able to learn, 


Arms to South America 

Late this week the Senate passed over 
the Joint Resolution 367 which would au 
thorize the United States Government to 
assist American republics in the building 
up of their defenses by selling them ma 
terials manufactured in United States 
navy yards and arsenals. The resolution 
has been approved by the House, 

The Senate’s action came after Senator 
Vandenberg declared that the legislation 
would make the United States an “arms 
huckster.”) Following this action, Sena 
tor Key Pittman, Chairman of the Sen 
ate Foreign Relations Committee said 
that he will again seek enaction of the 
resolution before Congress adjourns., 


Would Investigate QMC Depot 


Senator Sherman Minton, of Ind., this 
week introduced a resolution calling for 
an investigation by a subcommittee of the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee of the 
Jeffersonville Quartermaster Depot at 
Jeffersonville, Ind. Senator Minton said 
late this week that it had come to his 
attention that charges concerning the 
administration of the depot have been 
made, Among these charges, he said, is 
discrimination against veterans, coercion 
of employees, employing personnel in 
high bracketed jobs but not granting 
commensurate pay, political influence 
playing a large factor in personnel man 
agement, and other alleged unjust prac 
tices, 

The resolution has been referred to the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee, of 
which Senator Minton is a member, The 
text is as follows, 

“Resolved, That a subcommittee of the 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs, to be 
composed of three members of such commit 
tee appointed by the chairman of the com 
mittee, is authorized and directed to make a 
full and complete investigation of personnel 
conditions at the Jeffersonville Quartermaster 
Depot, Jeffersonville, Ind. The chairman of 
the Committee on Military Affairs shall desig 
nate one of the members of such subcommit 
tee to act as chairman thereof. The subcom 
mittee shall report to the Committee on Mili 
tary Affairs the results of its investigation, 
together with its recommendations, at the 
earliest practicable date. 

“For the purposes of this resolution the 
subcommittee, or any member thereof duly 
authorized by the chairman of the subcom 
mittee, is authorized to hold such hearings, 
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to sit and act at such times and places dur 
ing the sessions, recesses, and adjourned 
periods of the Senate in the Seventy-sixth 
Congress, to employ such clerical and other 
wssistants, to require by subpoena or other 
Wise the attendance of such witnesses and 
the production of such books, papers, and 
documents, to administer such oaths, to take 
such testimony, and to make such expendi- 
tures as it or he deems advisable. The cost of 
stenographic services to report such hearings 
shall not be in excess of 25 cents per 100 
words, The expenses of the committee, which 
shall not exceed $2,500, shall be paid from the 
contingent fund of the Senate upon vouchers 
approved by the chairman of the subcommit 
tee,” 

The Senate late this week agreed to the 
resolution calling for the investigation of 
the Jeffersonville Quartermaster Depot. 





Senate Approves Lieutenant 
Generals 


The Senate this week passed the bill, 
HR 7008, which provides the rank of 
lieutenant general for the officers com 
maunding the four armies of the United 
States Army. The bill now goes to the 
resident for his signature, The rank of 
licutenant general would be held by the 
Army commanders only so long as they 
occupy that post, and officers holding 
such temporary rank would be retired as 
major generals,

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Financial Digest 

The refusal of the House even to con- 
sider the latest spending - lending 
bill, after it had been dastically 
reduced by the Senate’ is at- 
tributed by Washington as well as 
the press of the country, to the growing 
concern over the huge National Debt and 
the policy of annual deficits which has 
produced it. Entering also into the at- 
titude of Congress were the knowledge 
that past shots in the arm have failed to 
produce recovery, the increasing split in 
democratic ranks, the strong feeling that 
the legislative branch should demonstrate 
its independence of the Executive, the 
urge for adjournment, and last, but not 
least, the current business pick-up, The 
netion of both Chambers is the more sig- 
nificant because it followed a caucus of 
democratic members of the louse where 
was udopted a resolution pledging the 
membership in general terms to the poli- 
cies of the President, 

After the action of the House, the 
President painted a gloomy picture of the 
consequences to the country. He pointed 
out that had his program been adopted 
business would have picked up from 
within 60 to 90 days, employment would 
have increased, the relief rolls diminshed 
and the taxpayers thereby benefited, He 
expects now failure of step-up in produc- 
tion, more people on relief, and a heavier 
burden on the taxpayers. It will be re- 
culled when the Senate refused to enact 
his neutrality program, he painted a 
like gloomy picture of what would happen 
internationally, Secretary Wallace is tell- 
ing the farmers that lack of government 
spending will cause a fall in grain prices, 

In spite of the President's anticipa- 
tions, Congress feels the time has come 
to arrest deficit spending and that the 
Ixecutive should be restricted in its ad- 
ventures into fereign fields. It does not 
believe the country’s situation will be 
damaged by the establishment of a secur- 
ity instead of the prevailing wage, by 
the slashes in the relief rolls which must 
he made this month, and by the failure 
to authorize the 3.8 billion program 
which it has rejected. Nor does it be- 
lieve that war will break out before it 
returns to Washington for the session 
which begins in January, It has shown 
also its disapproval of the Administra- 
tion’s labor policy, not by amendment of 
the Wagner Act or of the withdrawal of 
funds from the National Labor Relations 
Bourd, but by the House ordering a 
thorough inquiry into the operations of 
that Act and the administration of the 
Bourd. It looks with concern upon 
strikes, such as those in Detroit and 
Cleveland, which have crippled the mo- 
tor industry, and which are due to strife 
between the two factions of -Organized 
labor. To settle the question of juris- 
diction in the current Chrysler motor 
strike, the NLRB has ordered elections 
to determine whether or not the AFL 
or CLO factions of the United Automobile 
Workers of America, shall be the bar- 
gaining units for the employees. The Ad- 
ministration has succeeded in preventing 
any amendments to the Wage-Hour law 
although there is a powerful sentiment 
in Congress in favor of its modification. 
The Vresident has indicated his support 
of differentials affecting the South in 
minimum wages established for particu- 
lur industries, an attitude which is deep- 
ly concerning textile manufacturers and 
their employees. The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has ordered a general 
investigation of rail and water class 
rates, except in Mountain Pacific and on 
transcontinental traffic, and also an in- 
vestigation of freight classifications by 
rail and water. The investigation will 
take several years. 

While Congress is in recess, a subcom- 
mittee of the House Ways and Means 
(‘ommittee will plan for a general re- 
vision of taxes. This forecasts an in- 
crease in income taxes and, perhaps, a 
lowering of exemptions, at the next 
session. 

The House completed the wreckage of 
the President's “splending” program by 
killing the bill extending the credit of the 





Housing Authority to 1.6 billions. As a 
result of the disaster that has been ex- 
perienced, gossip in administration circles 
predicts the President will call an extra 
session sometime in November. 





Merchant Marine 

The low bid of $1,890,000 for each of 
four C-1 cargo ships, submitted 11 July 
by Consolidated Steel Corporation, Los 
Angeles, Calif., has been tentatively ac- 
cepted by the Maritime Commission. 

Formal award will not be made un- 
til the commission has disposed of the 
Jow bid submitted by the Tampa Ship- 
building and Kngineering Company, 
Tampa, Fla., either by accepting or re- 
jecting that proposal. 

Award to Consolidated was made on 
an adjusted price basis, whereby allow- 
ances will be made if materials and labor 
costs increase during course of construc- 
tion. First of the ships will be delivered 
about 15 months after contract is signed, 
and the other three will be delivered 
about two months apart. 

The vessels will be of the full scantling 
deck type, steam propelled, developing 4,- 
000 shaft horsepower, and with a speed 
of 14 knots loaded. They will be 416 feet 
long, 60 feet in beam and displace 12,- 
875 tons. A crew of 48 will be carried and 
there are accommodations for eight pas- 
sengers. 

When completed, the vessels will be as- 
signed to the Pacific Argentine Brazil 
Line which operates from the Pacific 
Coast through the Panama Canal to the 
Kast Coast of South America, Colombia, 
Venezuela, and Trinidad. 


Opens Robin Line Ship Bids 

In addition to the Consolidated and 
Tampa bids, the commission has under 
consideration nine other bids on C-1 ships, 
and bids opened on 1 Aug. for three ships 
for the account of the Seas Shipping 
Company, operators of the Robin Line 
between New York and South and East 
Africa. 

Three bids were received, that of Sun 
Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Co., Chester, 
Pa., being apparently low for diesel pro- 
pulsion, and that of Bethlehem Steel Co., 
Sparrows Point, Md., for steam. Third 
bidder was the Federal Shipbuilding and 
Dry Dock Co., Kearny, N. J. 

Bids for each of three vessels were 
as follows: 

Steam, fixed price—Sun, $2,604,000; 
Bethlehem, $2,300,000; Federal, $2,505,- 
000. Steam, adjusted price—Sun, $2,403,- 
000; Bethlehem, $2,250,000; Federal, $2,- 
$27,000. 

Diesel, fixed price—Sun, $2,553,000; 
Bethlehem, $2,504,000. Diesel adjusted 
price—Sun, $2,354,000; Bethlehem, $2,- 
454,000. 

These vessels will be much larger than 
the C-1’s, being 485 feet long, beam of 66 
feet, draft of 27 feet. Shaft horsepower 
of 6,000 will be developed, giving speed of 
15% knots. They will displace 15,200 tons. 

Shippers Contracts 

Two decisions were handed down this 
week by the Maritime Commission’s regu- 
latory division, covering various aspects 
of shippers’ contracts, offers by groups 
of carriers in a trade to carry freight at 
lower rates, provided the shipper agreed 
during term of the contract to ship all his 
goods over that route in vessels of the 
carrier group (conference). 

A final commission ruling on complaint 
of Brodin Line against a group of car- 
riers in the Pacific Coast of the United 
States-Pacifie Coast of Mexico, Central 
and South American trade, held that the 
carriers were not compelled to admit 
Brodin to membership since that line was 
not already in the trade. Brodin had pro- 
tested that the shippers’ contract would 
not permit it to enter the trade unless it 
was a member of the conference. 

Commission Examiner F, J. Horan has 
proposed for final commission ruling a 
recommendation that carriers between 
North Atlantic ports and Europe be pro- 
hibited from penalizing Great Lakes 
shippers for shipping some of their car- 
goes direct from the Great Lakes. The 
North Atlantie carriers have contracts 
with Great Lakes shippers giving them 


substantially lower rates, provided all 
goods are sent to the coast by rail or 
barge and there loaded aboard ship for 
Europe. Complaints of the attorneys gen- 
eral of Wisconsin, Michigan, Indiana, and 
Ohio led to a commission investigation 
last summer, not yet completed. 





Third Deficiency Bill 

The House this week passed and sent 
to the Senate the Third Deficiency Bill, 
carrying funds for a number of military, 
naval and semi-military items. In report- 
ing the measure to the House, the Ap- 
propriations Committee slashed heavily 
the budget estimates. However, in the 
greater number of instances, these cuts 
were made in civil appropriations, and 
military and naval appropriations did 
not fare so badly. 

Included in the appropriation bill are 
funds for the establishment of an addi- 
tional aeronautical research center, for 
a Navy dirigible, for the training of civil 
air pilots, military post construction, and 
a survey of a proposed barge canal across 
the Republic of Nicaragua. 

Representative Charles I. Faddis, of 
Pa., attempted to have the appropriation 
for strategic and critical material brought 
up to the $25,000,000 figure authorized by 
law, but was defeated and the amount 
remained at the $10,000,000 figure recom- 
mended by the committee. Representative 
John C, Kunkle, of Pa., offered an amend- 
ment to provide funds for the construe- 
tion of the Medical Field Service School 
at Carlisle Barracks, Pa., but was also 
defeated. 

The bill was passed as reported by the 
Appropriations Committee, insofar as 
military or naval funds are concerned. In 
reporting the bill, the committee gave the 
following explanations for its action with 
regard to military and naval estimates 
considered. 

Navy Department 

The act giving Reserve officer status to avia 
tion cadets, Navy and Marine Corps, upon 
completion of training, accounts for $568,860 
of the amount estimated and recommended in 
the accompanying bill. 

The Naval Public Works Authorization Act, 
approved June 2, 1939, accounts for $5,625,000 
of the amount estimated. The committee has 
approved $5,570,000 of such amount, of which 
it proposes that $3,500,000 be provided by way 
of contractual authority. 

The remaining principal item applies to the 
construction of a rigid airship, authorized by 
the Naval Expansion Act approved May 17, 
1938. The instant proposal contemplates a 
ship of about 1,000,000-cubic-feet capacity at 
an cost not to exceed $2,000,000. 

War Department 

The major items recommended in the ae 
companying bill follow: 

Military posts: For an additional amount 
for housing and Air Corps technical construe 
tion at new bases and depots, and at existing 
Air Corps and other Army establishments, 
$8,431,300, and contractural authority of $8, 
500,000, 

Defense highway, tepublic of Panama, 
$1,500,000: This highway was proposed in the 
President's national defense message of Jan 
uary 12, 1939, and was authorized by Public, 
No. 200, approved July 20, 1939. 

Coast Guard 

The committee has passed over, as not of 
immediate importance, an estimate of $500, 
000 for commencing the construction of the 
newly authorized Coast Guard base and air 
station on the coast of Alaska. This matter, 
it is felt, should await consideration in con- 
nection with the next regular annual appro- 
priation bill, 

Civilian Pilot Training 

Pursuant to the provisions of Public, No. 
153 (76th Cong.), approved June 27, 1939, pro- 
viding for the training of civil aircraft pilots 
and authorizing an appropriation of $5,675,000 
for the fiscal years 1989 (expired June 30, 





1939) and 1940, and not to exceed the sum of 
$7,000,000 for each subsequent fiscal year up 
to and including the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1944, the committee reconsidered an esti 
mate of $7,300,000 submitted for consideration 
in connection with the second deficiency ap- 
propriation bill, at which time there was no 
authorization for engaging in civil pilot train 
ing. It recommends an appropriation of $3, 
000,000. 
Research Facilities for NACA 

After much consideration the committee has 
concluded to recommend the establishment of 
an additional plant and has included in the 
accompanying bill $1,800,980 by way of ap- 
propriation and $8,100,¢@@ by way of contrae- 
tual authority for its ef*ction and equipment, 
leaving the location, however, to further de 
termination by the National Advisory Com 
mittee for Aeronautics. 

The measure was reported out of the 
Senate Appropriations Committee yester- 
day afternoon and was immediately 
taken up on the Senate floor. The Senate 
Committee struck out the funds for the 
Navy’s dirigible and added funds for the 
purchase of two motor vessels for the 
Navy. It also increased the funds for civil 
pilot training to $5,675,000, 





Liberalize Pension Law 

Congress this week finally enacted the 
bill HR 2875, which provides that pen 
sious payable to the widows and orphans 
of deceased veterans of the Spanish 
American War, Boxer Rebellion or 
Philippine Insurrection shall be effective 
as of date of death of the veteran if the 
claim is filed within one year thereafter, 
The bill now goes to the President for his 
signature. The bil! was inspired by the 
fact that in a number of cases, bene 
liciaries of such pension laws are not 
aware that pensions are effective only 
from date of claim and therefore the 
beneficiaries lose a portion of their pen- 
sions. It was pointed out also, that in 
humerous cases the bereaved widows and 
orphans are too stunned by their loss to 
take full advantage of their rights under 
existing pension laws. 





Spanish War Rank Increase 

The House and Senate this week agreed 
to the conference report on the bill S. 839, 
which provides that officers of the United 
States Army not above the grade of 
colonel, who served in the Spanish-Ameri 
can War between April 21, 1898, and 
April 11, 1899, and who have had 30 
years of service, including cadet service, 
be promoted one rank upon retirement 
from the Army. The bill is now before 
the President for his signature. Such ad 
vanced rank carries no increase in pay. 
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Veto Reserve Allowance 
President Roosevelt this week vetoed 
the bill, HR 3321, which would 
granted a $50.00 per year uniform allow- 


have | 


ance for newly commissioned officers of | 


the Officers’ Reserve Corps. In disapprov- 
ing the measure, the President stated that 
his objections to the bill are based on the 
fact that it provides the uniform allow- 
ance for all newly commissioned Reserve 
officers who establish eligibility for ac- 
tive duty training, regardless of whether 
or not they actually undergo training. If 
legislation were passed by Congress to 
provide that the allowance be paid all 
newly commissioned officers, during the 
first three vears of their service, who ac- 
tually undergo training, the President 
stated that he would approve such a 
measure, 

With Congress adjourning, the Presi- 
dent’s action forestalls until January, 
140, any further action to provide uni- 
form allowances for Reserve officers, It 
is highly probable that Congress. will 
at that time speed through legislation 
that will meet with Presidential approval. 

The text of the 
follows: 

“IT return herewith, without my approval, 
House bill 3321, an act to provide allowances 
for uniforms and equipment to certain offi 
cers of the Officers’ Reserve Corps. 

“This bill would provide that officers of the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps, eligible for active 
duty training, shall be entitled for a period 
of three years after their original appoint- 
ment and under such regulations as the War 
Department may prescribe to an allowance of 
$50 per annum for the purchase of necessary 
uniforms and equipment. 

“The bill does not make performance of 
active-duty training a condition precedent to 
the payment of this allowance; thus every 
newly commissioned member of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps would be entitled to a maxi 
mum possible uniform allowance of $150 
merely by establishing eligibility for active 
duty training, irrespective of whether he 
enters upon such duty, or whether, if ordered 
to active duty, the training is such as to re 
quire the wearing of the uniform. 

“Tam not unmindful that the act of 25 June 
1988 (Public, No. 732, 75th Cong., 3d sess.), 
provides a uniform allowance to commissioned 
and warrant officers of the Naval Reserve. 
llowever, active or training duty, with pay, 
at a location where uniforms are required to 
be worn, or the authorized performance of 
14 drills, is a prerequisite to the payment of 
this allowance,

7th Cav. Brig. on the March 


It. Knox, Ky.—With more than 1,000 
miles of highway ahead, the Army's only 
mechanized force, the 7th Cavalry Brig- 
ade (mechanized) left Fort Knox, Ky., 
2 Aug. on the longest march in its brief 
history to become, upon arrival at Platts- 
burgh, N. Y., part of the First Army un- 
der Maj. Gen. Hugh A. Drum in the 
largest peace-time concentration of mili- 
tary units on the American continent 
since the Civil War. The concentration 
will be followed by maneuvers from 13 
to 27 Aug. 

Shortly after daylight, Brig. Gen. Adna 
Rh. Chaffee, commander of the Force, 
watched 500 snorting gasoline-propelled 
fighting machines and armored auxiliary 
vehicles pull out past the “initial point” 
in a fifteen mile column, to take the road 
on the special mission of putting the ma- 
chine age into the “fighting” soon to begin 
on the shores of historic Lake Champlain. 





Critical Materials Bill Passes 


A bill authorizing the Commodity 
Credit Corporation to exchange surpluses 
of agricultural products in this country 
for critical and strategical materials of 
foreign nations which this nation needs 
has been passed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives and the Senate, and sent to 
President Roosevelt. 

Legislation has already been enacted 
authorizing expenditure of $100,000,000 
for the purchase of strategic materials, 
and an item of $10,000,000 with which to 
make the first purchases is contained in 
the third deficiency appropriation bill 
now before Congress. 

The measure just passed would assist 
in the procurement of strategic materials 
by authorizing exchanges by the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation. Such ma 
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terials would be stored on military and 
naval reservations, as will be those pur 
chased outright. 





Delay on Post Exchange Bill 


Called up on the consent calendar in the 
Senate this week, the House bill H. R. 
6687, passed last week by that body, was 
objected to on the grounds that it in 
cluded Indian reservations. If an agree- 
ment can be reached on an amendment to 
the bill excepting reservations from the 
scope of the act, it has a fair chance of 
passage this year. 

The bill would authorize collection of 
state, territory and District of Columbia 
sales taxes from sellers, purchasers or 
users upon national parks, military and 
other reservations over which the federal 
government has jurisdiction. 

It would therefore be applicable to 
sales of goods at post exchanges, ships 
service stores and commissaries whieh 
did not involve purely government trans 
actions. 





Record USNA Class 
It is expected that this year’s fourth 
class at the Naval Academy will be the 
largest that has entered since the World 
War. The new fourth class reached a 
total of 732 this week and SOO are ex 
pected by the end of the summer,

The activities of the Army engineers 
have become too extensive, the President 
said, stating that although they are a 
military organization, three-fourths of 
the work allocated to them is being done 
by civilians, 


Oldest Agency Celebrates 

The Lighthouse Service, now a part of 
the U. S. Coast Guard, will celebrate 
Monday, 7 Aug., the 150th anniversary of 
the signing by President George Wash- 
ington of the ninth act of the First Con- 
gress, setting up a lighthouse service. 

Open house will be held at lighthouses 
and on tenders all over the United States 
and in her possessions, with principal 
celebration being held at Cape Henry, 
Va., where was constructed the first light- 
house by the federal government. 

The celebration there will be open at 
10:30 A. M., with a concert by the Navy 
Band. Speakers will include Mr. H. G. 
Galt, director of the Norfolk branch of 
the Association for the Preservation of 
Virginian Antiquities, which has custody 
of the original lighthouse ; Capt. Norman 
©. Manyon, LHS, former superintendent 
of the Norfolk Lighthouse District and 
now aide on the staff of the commander 
of the Norfolk Coast Guard District; 
ion. Colgate W. Darden, jr., Congress- 
man from the Second District of Vir- 
ginin, and Rear Adm. Russell R. 
Waesche, commandant of the Coast 
Guard, 

Coast Guard cutters in the vicinity and 
at least one Lighthouse Service tender 
will take part. 

The sesquicentennial celebration will 
open tomorrow night when Capt. Harold 
I). King, USCG (formerly Lighthouse 
Service commissioner), speaks from 10 
to 10:30 P. M., E.D.S.T., over the Red 
Network of the National Broadcasting 
System. 








Outlook Bad for Selection 
Amendments 

It became apparent late this week that 
the House and Senate conferees on the 
bill, H. R. 4929, which carries numerous 
amendments to the Selection Law of 
1938, will reach no agreement before Con- 
gress adjourns. Senator David I. Walsh 
said late this week that he believes that 
the House conferees should act first in 
requesting another meeting of the con- 
ferees. Representative Carl Vinson, of 
Ga., Chairman of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee and leader of the House con- 
ferees said yesterday that he can see no 
chance for another conference meeting 
and does not believe that any action will 
be taken before January. 

Representative Melvin Maas, of Minn., 
a House conferee, declared yesterday 
that as far as he is concerned, the legis- 
lation will remain tied up in conference 
until Congress reconvenes in January. 

The differences between the conferees 
of the two houses were outlined in the 
ARMY AND NAvy JourNAL of 29 July 1939. 
One of the chief points at issue is the 
provision of present law which requires 
forced attrition in the ranks of rear ad- 
miral in the Navy and general officer in 
the Marine Corps. The Senate voted to 
eliminate these features and to make such 
action retroactive in order to restore to 
active duty Brig. Gen. James J. Meade, 
USMC, the only officer retired from the 
service under the forced attrition pro- 
cedure. 





Report War Rates Pension Plan 

The Senate Finance Committee has 
favorably reported a bill which would 
give pensions at wartime rates for death 
or injury of service personnel in the line 
of duty as the result of the war in the 
lar Kast. 

The bill has the endorsement of the 
Navy Department since three men have

been killed and several injured as the re- 
sult of the bombing of American ships. 

Much of the cost of the increased rates 
would be met through indemnities total- 
ing $2,000,000 which the Japanese govern- 
ment has agreed to pay. Exact cost of the 
war pensions if the bill passes cannot 
he determined since the Veterans Admin- 
istration fixes the degree of disability in 
each case, 





Pass Bonus Extension Bill 

The Senate this week passed, anid 
sent to the President for his signature, 
the bill FTIR 5450, which extends the time 
for filing claims for payment of World 
War Adjusted Compensation bonuses un 
til 2 Jan. 1945. Present law provides 
that the time shall expire on 2 Jan. 1940,

After having been objected to twice 
on the House unanimous consent calen- 
dar, the bill to correct the military rec- 
ord of Oberlin M. Carter, HR 4723, has 
been recommitted to the House Military 
Affairs Committee. 

In an effort to save the bill, Represen- 
tative Walter G. Andrews, of N. Y., ad 
vocate of the legislation, asked that the 
measure be taken off the consent calendar 
and placed on the Union Calendar, 
where objection would not cause recom 
mital. His parliamentary gesture was 
lost, however.
